Erected about the Beginning of the Year 1780, 


In his Houſe, on the Royal Terrace, Adelphi, London. 


8 the magnificent and moſt powerful Medico- electrical 
Apparatus which I have had the honour to conſtruct, 
and which I have uſed with aſtoniſhing ſucceſs in the cure 
of diſeaſes for more than three years, hath been much 
talked of, not only among the learned and polite in Great- 
Britain and Ireland, but likewiſe at all the principal courts 
in Europe; and as many obſcure, whimſical, and exagge- 
rated deſcriptions of it have been given by ignorant or in- 
tereſted people, or by thoſe who are fond of the marvel- 
lous; I will here give a ſhort ſketch of it, for the ſatis- 
faction of foreigners, and of thoſe, who, living at a diſ- 
tance from this metropolis, have not had an opportunity 
of inſpecting it; - and to thoſe who intend, or who have 
ſeen it, the attentive peruſal of the following pages will 
prove an agreeable and uſeful companion, er refreſher of 
their memory. | 


My houſe, then, being ſituated in the centre of that 
noble pile of buildings, calted the Royal Terrace, Adelphi, 
which fronts the renowned river Thames, about mid-way, 
between two of the largeſt and moſt beautiful bridges in 
the world, Blackfriars and Weſtminſter,—1s light, airy, 
healthful and retired—(tho' within one minute's walk of 
the Strand, one of the greateſt thoroughfare ſtreets in Lon- 
don) commanding as beautiful a proſpect as can be con- 
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ceived, or any where ſeen. The Adelphi buildings are 
elevated, extenſive and ſuperb ; reflecting the higheſt honor 
on the taſte, ingenuity, and profeſſional abilities, of the 
reat men—the Meſheurs Adams, who projected, execut- 
ed, and compleated fo ſubſtantial—ſo immenſe, and fo expen- 
hve an undertaking: the Terrace is raiſed at leaſt a hun- 
dred feet from the ſurface of the river, decorated and ſecur- 
ed on both ſides with the moſt ſubſtantial battlements of 
elegant and uniform iron rails, and pedeſtals ſupporting the 
double rows of lamps, &c. beyond which, in continual flux 
and reflux, we ſee the majeſtic Thames, with the variety of 
objects perpetually moving on its ſurface. Upon its banks, 
on the other ſide, riſe the churches, ſpires, and other build- 
ings of the populous and extenſive borough of Southwark, 
beyond thoſe, windmills, -villas,—the hills of Surry, &c. 
appear ſpreading far and wide in delightful aſſemblage. 
On the right of the Adelphi we have a charming view 
of Weſtminſter bridge,—of its venerable Abbey— both 
Houſes of Parliament, and of Weſtminſter's city OF ra- 
LACES :—At an equal diſtance from the Terrace on the left, 
Blackfriars lofty bridge is ſtretched in full view, -St. Paul's 
moſt magnificent, yet moſt ſolemn Cathedral, too, riſes 
towards heaven, hiding its head in the clouds,—and Lon- 
don, that queen of Cities! lengtheuing herſelf, diſappears 
from the incapacious and aſtoniſhed eye.—In one word, in 
this charming ſituation are exhibited perhaps the molt de- 
lightful—moſt varied—and moſt magnificent proſpects that 
can be ſeen in any part of the world. But, to return. 

The ftately and highly ornamented pilaſters, which run up 
in the front,diſtinguithing this and the other two centre houſes, 
give my houſe a temple- like appearance; over the entrance 
therefore, in a white compartment, with gold letters, are 
written, © 'TEMPLUM ZASCULAPIO SAC RUM!“ —a 
building conſecrated or devoted to the great purpoſes of 
preſerving and reſtoring HEALTH. 

The firft thing that preſents itſelf on entering the 
paſſage which leads to the ſervants hall, is a bench forty 
feet long, covered with green cloth, for the accommodation 
of the poorer ſort of people who attend daily in prodigious 
numbers, Winter and Summer, from {ix till nine in the 
morning, and from fix till nine at night.— They have advice 
and all neceſſary electrical and other operations gratis, 
paying only my apothecary for the medicines; and are 
admitted into my rooms of buſineſs in rotation, without 
reſpect of perſons, according to their priority of arrival. 
Over the doors of the principal rooms, under the vaulted 
compartments of the ceiling, and in each fide of the centre 


arches of the Hall, are placed walking ſticks, car WY 
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viſual glaſſes, crutches, &c. left, and here placed as moſt 
honourable trophies, by deaf, weak, paralytic, and ema- 
ciated perſons, cripples, &c.—who being cured had happily 
no longer need of ſuch aſſiſtances. 

Deſcending two pair of ſtairs, on the firft floor above the 
vaults and warehouſes, 1s a large elaboratory and other 
conveniencies, for the preparation of chemical eſſences, &c. 
and ſimple or galenical medicines. 

The reaſons for keeping my own medicines, for ſeeing 
them prepared under my own eye, and fer exhibiting them 
as often as poſſible with my own hand, I have mentioned 
in my General State of Medical and Chirutgical Practice 
to prevent miſtakes or ſophiſtication—and that being cer- 
tain of the genuineneſs, purity, and ſuperior excellence of 
every article, and of the judicious, faithful preparation or 
combination of them, I may be able to anſwer for their 
ſafety and good effects, when applied to, or taken into the 
human bod. 

On the next ſtory above, are two large, and three leſſer 
rooms, appropriated to my medicinal cabinet; and hkewiſe 
two other apartments for the accommodation of my apothe- 
cary—my chemical operator, and their atliſtants. 

On the third ſtory, which is properly the ground floor, 
being even with the Terrace, you ſee two doors, marked 
No. I, and No. II. Entering the room No. I. exactly facing 
2 ſtands a handſome pillar in an arched receſs, ten fect 

igh, upon which is placed a ſuperb electrical jar of brilliant 
flint glaſs, which contains eleven gallons, two-thirds from the 


bottom, and as white as ſnow in the inſide, and trebly coated 


with tin foil, &c.—On the outſide it is curiouſly coated with 
oliſhed metallic foil of various colours and qualities, in 
ſo beautiful and curious a manner as to ſhew the effulgence 
of the electric fire in diſcharging. This jar, and its two 
fellows, which ſtand in the great Apollo chamber, are of 
tremendous fize, and infinitely more beautiful than any 
thing of the kind ever made in the world. They are each 
ot them 21 inches high, four feet in circumference, and 
the three contain by the curious and ſingular manner of 
coating them, no leſs than fourſcore gallons of condenſed 
electrical fire. The curious figures and ornaments of tin, 
copper, filver, and gold—the ſweet luſtre of the colours— 
ſnowy white.—roſe colour, —erimion, yellow and purple ;— 
and the divine brilliancy of the eleAric or celeſtial fire 
in glorious aſſemblage united, ſtrike with ſurpriſe, aſto- 
8 and delight, the eye and the heart, of every be- 
older. | | 

But on entering this room, No. I.—which is full thirty 
fect long.— you are more particularly ſtrack with the 2 
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of four noble Tonic metalhe pillars, eleven feet high, ſap- 


porting a rich freeze and cornice; ornamented with. five 
and twenty lamps of different colours, and on the pillars 
are branches for ſix wax lights, and between them flow 
elegant feſtoons of artificial flowers, &c. 

In the centre of the room between theſe metallic pil- 
lars, ſtands a maſly pcdeſtal, four feet and a half high, tive 
feet in circumference, —_ carved, gilt, and highly 
ornamented in white and gold. From the top of the pe— 
deſtal rife three large proportioned columns of beautifull 
cut, and very brilliant flint glaſs, with a ſpirally enamelled 
ſolid glaſs pillar in the centre of each of the three large 
ones; which, altogether, ſupport an electrical prime con- 
ductor, laying horizontally and lengthwiſe along the room. 
This ſtupendous metallic conductor, is a cylinder ending 
in two ſemi-globes: it is no leſs than eleven feet long, 
and four feet in circumference; and is ſo far elevated from 
the floor, that a man of fix feet four inches high could 
walk erect under the loweſt part of it. Upon the top of the 
conductor in the centre, are placed in a triangle, three 
metallic globes of prodigious magnitude, full four feet 
round; on the top of the three lies another of equal 
ſize, lined in the inſide. with quickſilver, out of which in 

On cach fide of theſe four globes, all the way to the two 
extremities of the prime conductor, metallic ſhelves are 
placed on its top, upon which are ranged retorts, receivers, 
large jars, vials of various ſizes, and other veſſels and in- 
ſtruments, containing ætherial and other chymical eſſences, 
and various medicinal combinations from the animal, mi— 
neral, and vegetable kingdoms, to be impregnated, exalted, 
and arbitrarily acted upon by the electrical fire, by the 
various kinds of factit ious air, and by magnetic and other 
influences variouſly modified, and in ſuch prodigious tor- 
rents, that we are thereby capable of performing almoſt 
every proceſs in chemiſtry, in a manner far ſuperior to what 
is done by common culinary tire. 

At the lower end of the room, in a line with the con- 
ductor, &e. ſtands in a great frame of the fineſt Zebra 
wood, a noble cylinder, of pure ſnowy white enameled 
glaſs, highly poliſhed, and of prodigiouſly large dimenſions. 

Before this cylinder, exactly in the centre between the 
four metallic pillars, is placed a moft elegant and sveeRB 
PEDESTAL, carved with uncommon richneſs, and double 
gilt with ſuperior magnificence. From the top of it riſes 
a large matly tube of pure flint glaſs, with ſpiral tubes in 
the inſide of Lapis Lazuli and golden coloured glaſs; and 
on each fide two triangularly cut brilliant pillars of flint 
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glaſs, of exquiſite workmanſhip, the priſm exhibiting alk 
the colours of the rainbow, all of which ſupporting a tiery 
dragon, no leſs than fix feet in length, double gilt, and of 
moſt exquiſite workmanſhip. It's wings are expanded, its 
eyes blaze with electrical fire, it appears flying through the 
luminous atmoſphere, towards the cylinder, and with its 
forked crimſon coloured tongue it receives the lambent 
elementary fire, which is communicated to every part of 
the apparatus by the tail of this tremendous animal, whick 
reſts on one end of the prime conductor, &c. 

The fire then paſling through the body of the firey 
dragon*, thro' the conductor, the globes, and the rich medi- 
cinal ſubſtances, goes along maſhve braſs rods, (highly po- 
liſhed, and elegantly wound about with blue and white tiik 
cords, which preſerve the fire) to a ſuperb inſulated throne 
ten feet high, which is erected in the front of the appa- 
ratus. The throne is a circular platform, fifteen feet in 
circumference, firmly ſupported by four maſly tranſparent 
glaſs pillars, each weighing about twenty-five pounds, 
their circular, baſes richly carved and gilt with burniſhed 
gold, and the whole ſupported by ſquare white pliaths —of 
great ſtrength and ſecurity. 

Ie platform is covered with rich carpeting; and the 
ſeat above it, is likewiſe circular, and accommodates un- 
der various operations, fix or eight perſons at one time. 
It is covered with crimſon flowered {ilk damaſk, highly or- 
namented with fringe, &c. and ſupported by four pillars 
richly gilt and burnithed. The fringe and ſome other parts 
of the ornaments, = their innumerable points, are in- 
tended to moderate the torrent of fire, which though lam- 
bent and vivifying, might be too powerful if accumu— 
lated in ſo immenſe a conductor, for the caſes and con- 
ſtitutions to which this part of my great medical apparatus 
is appropriated. | 

In the center of the throne riſes a ſtately fluted column, 
white and gold; faſtened at top to the prime conductor, 
by mailive braſs rods, highly polithed : on the top of the 


capital, reſts a globe of polithed ſilver amalgam, no leſs than 


three feet ſix inches in circumference, and above that a 
pyramidal ornament, or vaſe, ending in a flame, doubly gilt 
—terminates the whole, blazing in the dark with the redun- 
dancy of electrical fire. Immediately under that end of the 
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* This vaſt cylinder, —the ſhelves, —the five prodigious 
globes,—the dragon, &c.—if ſolid metal, would weigh 
about an hundred thouſand pounds. What a prodigious 
metallic ſurſace for the accumulation and conſervation of 
this-vivifying elementary Fire! N 
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conductor which is next the throne, is placed a mahogany 
ſtand with coated jars, of various ſizes, with proper, and 
particularly convenient apparatus for giving electrical and 
magnetic ſhocks, but which I ſeldom have occaſion to uſe, 
even in my extenſive practice, a 

Before the pier, in the centre between the two windows, 
(which are of glaſs ſtained with the moſt beautiful colours, 
exhibiting emblematical figures, and the whole ornamented 
with the richeſt drapery, carving, gilding, &c.) ſtands a large 
metallic ciſtern, which contains near thirty gallons of water, 
with proper ſhelves in it, repleniſhed with a great variet 
of large glaſſes, containing the various kinds of air for the 
impregnation of medicines, and for various other purpoſes 
in chemiſtry, philoſophy, and in the practice of medicine 
to which they are applied. The ciſtern ſtands upon a 
uare table, and both are ornamented with gilt feſtoons 
of flowers, & e. and ſupported by fluted pillars richly gilt 
Upon the table, round the ciſtern, are placed all forts oi 
veſſels and tubes for producing, combining, containing anc 
conveying to any part of the body, internally or externally, 
fixable, nitrous, inflammable, phlogiſticated, dephlogiſti- 
cated, phoſphoreal, ztherial, and vivifying air; eudiomc- 
ters for aſcertaining (by means of nitrous criterion air) 
the qualities and degrees of goodneſs of atmoſpheric and 

other air; and laftly, curious veſſels out of which my pa- 
tients inhale various efluvia, or drink medicines 1mpreg- 
nated with the electrical fluid, &c. &c. | 
In the centre of the room, oppoſite the fire place, ſtands 
the largeſt, moſt magnificent, and perhaps the beſt air 
pump in the world; and on each ſide of it on two tables, 
twenty feet long, ſupported by Tuſcan pillars, are ranged 
the apparatus belonging to the pump, and a piodigious va- 
riety of other inſtruments uſed in philoſophical mveſliga- 
tions, in the cure of difcaſes, and for the improvement of 
the uſeful arts. 
On the ſpacious chimney-piece (which 1s richly carved 
and ornamented, and ſupported by two fine female figures, 
exquiſitely carved in wood, as large as liſe, the one repre- 
ſenting innocence, the other health,) ſtand various ma- 

chines and inſtruments, uſed for pumping, exhaling, open 
ing and removing obſtructions, oppreſſions, and tightneſſes 
of the breaſt and lungs.— By theſe machines, aromatic and 
balſamie gums, herbs, ſeeds, flowers, chemical eſſences, 
£:c. are converted into mild balmy vapour for fumigating 
| the lungs, &c. for the various indications and purpoſes in 
N tbe cure of diſeaſes, eſpecially in delicate, nervous and ir- 
ritable conſtitutions, High up, over the chimney-piece, 


jn the centre, on a rich bracket, is placed a cock in w_ 
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old India china, natural beyond deſeription, and extremel 
expreſſive of that vigilance, ſagacity and attention, whic 
are ſo very neceſſary in thoſe who undertake the cure of 
the various diſeaſes to which the human body is liable. 

At each end of the chimney-piece are ſplendid feſtoon 
girandoles of brilliant cut French paſte, and ſilver candle- 
ſticks of various heights, with wax lights, in readineſs for 
applying hear to the — &c. containing the ſubſtances 
from which the various kinds of air, &c. are produced. 

To the right and left of the fire place, for my medical 
correſpondence, are two elegant arched receſſes; divided 
cach into a multitude of compartments, numbered, and 
alphabetically diſtinguiſhed, and ſecured with folding 
doors, the upper parts of which are braſs lettice work, with 
rich green filk curtains in the inſide. The cabinet on the 
right hand is appropriated for ladies caſes, eonſultatiofis, 
and epiſtolary correſpondence ; and that on the left for 
thoſe of the other ſex. Over the former is placed a fine 
antique female buſt, and over the latter, its fellow a 
male. The whole executed in a ſtyle ſuitable ro the rich 
and noble carvings of the bottom baſe, the ſurbaſe, and 
the mouldings, cornices, &c. which go round the room, 
and correſponding with the ſupreme magnificence of the 
apparatus which occupies it. 

In the centre between the windows and the fire place, 
to the left of the chair where 1 uſually fit to give advice 
and write, there is a maſſy flint glaſs tube, elegantly 
mounted with gilt braſs, the top of which is even with the 
ſurbaſe: this tube goes down to the room below, and into 
it I ſpeak, or drop down preſcriptions which fall into a 
box on the great table for my apothecary to prepare, and 
which when ready, on touching a ſpring which agitates a 
little bell, are brought up in an inſtant by a ſervant, or 
the aſſiſtant apothecary, through a trap door in the floor 
on my right-hand. By this means, inſtead of going up 
and down ſtairs, and round half of the houſe, the ſervant 
ſprings up and deſcends thro' the floor in a moment, with 
the medicines and applications as I have occaſion for them. 


Without this excellent and moſt uſeful contrivance, 12 


tiouble and delay which would attend giving out medi 
eines to one, two, and ſometimes three hundred perſons 
daily would be immenſe, and utterly inconſiſtent with that 
prudence, attention, and diſpatch which form the ſoul of 
buſineſs. | 

I ſhall conclude the ſketch of the apparatus in this 
room, with ſuggeſting to the imagination of my courteous 
reader, the plealing eſfect which the windows of painted 


glaſs have upon the whole, The light paſſing through the 
medium 
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medium of the lambent,—ſoft—yet vivid colours, throws 
the ſweeteſt benignity—the moſt ſolemn, yet moſt celeſtial 
richneſs over the whole groupe; fo that while the body is 
emerging from pain and fickneſs, the mind is delighted 


with the magnificence of the curious—the ſcientific proſ- 
pect. 


I . — — 


Paſſing through the hall you enter the room No. II. at 
the end of which is placed in the centre, oppoſite the fire 
place at the other end, a noble and very powerful electrify- 
ing machine. The large traſparent flint cylinder is placed 
in a mahogany frame, which ſtands on a table covered to 
the floor with green cloth bound round with gilt nails. 
Before thet is placed a very large cylindrical prime conduc- 
tor of highly poliſhed maſlive braſs, near five feet long, 
and two feet in circumference, inſulated and ſupported by 
four maſly tranſparent flint glais columns. 

The electric fluid paſſes along braſs rods and chains, to 
two columns of burniſhed gold, down which it deſcends to 
a double bench, firmly inſulated with green glaſs, and co- 
vered with green cloth, properly embelliſhed. The ſeat 
which is nine feet long, and near two feet wide, is placed 
in the center of the room, in a line with the middle one 
of the three windows, and in the centre of the room 
between the two doors, and accommodates a dozen pa- 
tients at one time. In the middle of this inſulated bench 
is a very powerful MAGNETIC ſeat. 

At the upper end of the room, on each fide of the fire 
place, are placed two large elegant fide board tables, upon 
which are arranged fumigators, machines, for moiſt, dry, 
or vapor, partial baths, aromatic, ſpiritous, ſaponacious, 
atrial, ztherial, and electrical: likewiſe coated electrical 
jars, ſilver knob rods for taking ſparks, cones of ſeveral 
kinds for bruſhing and bracing with ſtreams of the elec- 
tric and magnetic effluvia, and various other inſtruments, 
with cups, glafies, &c. out of which the medicines are 
+ drank, which are given in the caſes to which this ſpecies 
and degree of electricity, &c. arc appropriated. 


———— —— — 


Aſcending the great ſtairs, you enter the room No. III. 
in the centre of which is placed a curious machine, which 
I conſtructed and brought with me from America, for 
throwing by the force of electricity, ætherial eſſences, 
vivifying air, and the magnetic effluvium through Re 
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whole body, or into any particular part of it—eſpecially 
the glands, limbs, joints, &c. we would wiſh to conſine 
their action upon. This machine is in the form of a croſs. 
The prime conductor which is wreathed with gold and 
ſilver upon a metallic ſurface of tin foil, lies horizontal! 
on a pillar of clear flint glaſs, and is perforated wit 
openings, and furniſhed with hooks for attaching and fixing 
chains, tubes, conic electrical bruſhes, and other inſtru- 
ments for conveying and confining this action of the above 
mentioned powerful agents to the weak, obſtructed, or 
diſcaſed parts. 

Over the globe by which the electrical fire is excited, 
hangs a bell which receives the fire, and carries it to the 
prime conductor, and upon the latter is placed various 
glaſſes, &c. filled with chemical eſſences, &c. 

Before this curious and complex machine is placed a 
platform ſupported by glaſs, upon which is a chair, oc- 
caſionally magnetic, for the patient to fit in, and in the 
front of that, an elegant poliſhed mahogany ſtand, like- 
wiſe inſulated by three columns in vacuo of brilliant glaſs. 
The uſe of which is to ſupport pumps, vaſes, ſtills, India 
hookers, or veſſels which contain cleanſing, balſamic, 
vivifying, or reſtorative eſſences and effluvia, while the 
patients apply them to their ears, eyes, noſtrils, throat 
or lungs, or to tumefied glands in ſcrophulous, ſcorbutic, 
or venercal caſes ;—in ſchirrous or cancerous tumours of 
the breaſt, &c.—ſtifneſſes, ſwellings, of the joints; contrac- 
tions, or waſtings of the muſcles, tendons, &c. which in 
general melt, diſperſe and viſibly diſappear, without pain, 
even while the patient is under theſe curious and moſt 
powerful operations. 

In the two piers between the three windows, upon ſlabs 
of poliſhed marble, are arranged a variety of machines 
and inſtruments, the various and particular uſes of which 
would be too tedious to deſcribe; I ſhall only mention 
that they exhibit a very delightful appearance to perſons 
of Philoſophical or refined taſte and judgment. The room 
itſelf is lofty and well proportioned, being full fifteen feet 
high. The doors are exquiſitely carved and adorned with 
emblematieal figures, and the ceiling is beautifully painted 
in ſtuccoed compartments, with a beautiful figure of health 
in full bloom, in a great circle in the centre. The whole 
apartment indeed is excellently calculated for the im- 
portant operations performed in it; and every thin 
contrived and diſpoſed for conveniency and the diſpatch 
of buſineſs. I cannot conclude this ſketch, without men- 
tioning a whimſical, yet curious and ingenious piece which 
IL brought with me among others from Paris, and placed 
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oppoſite the centre window in this room. It is a royal 
ſheet print or map of the kingdom of heaven, and of the 
road which leads thither, entitled, La carte du royaume des 
eieux avec le chemin pour y aller, ſuivant le raport verit- 
able de celuy qui en eſt venu, & qui y eſt retourne, & ſelon 
les revelations qui en ont été faites a ceux qui y ont été 
apres lui.“ | 

Leading from this room No. III. on the landing place 
directly under the orcheſtre, is a form or ſeat fourteen 
feet long, covered with green cloth, &c. for the accom- 
modation of patients more immediately under certain mu- 
fical vibrations and influences; or who wait to be admitted

The Great Apollo Apartment, No. IV. 


This room 1s upwards of thirty feet long, by twenty 
wide, and full fifteen feet high in the ceiling: On entering 
which, words can convey no adequate idea of the aſtonith- 
ment and awful ſublimity which ſeizes the mind of every 
ſpectator. The firſt object which ſtriking the eye aſtoniſhes, 
—expands—and ennobles the ſoul of the beholder, is a 
magnificent Temple, ſacred te health, and dedicated to 
Apollo. In this tremendous edifice are combined or ſingly 
diſpenſed the irreſiſtible and ſalubrious influences of elec- 
tricity or the elementary fire, air, and magnetiſm :* three 
of the greateſt of thoſe agents or univerſal principles, 
which pervading all created beings and ſubſtances that we 
are acquainted with, connect, animate, and keep togther 
all nature !—or, in other words, principles which conſti- 
tute as it were the various faculties of the material ſoul 
of the univerſe: the ETERNALLY SUPREME JEHO- 
VAH himſelf! being the eſſential ſource—the Life of that life 
—the Agent in thoſe agents—the Soul of that ſoul—the all- 
creating—all-ſuſtaining—all-bleſting Gos! not of this world 
alone—not of the other ſtill greater worlds which we know 
compoſe our ſolar ſyſtem not the creator—the ſoul the pre- 
ſerver of this world alone or of any one of thoſe which we have 
ſeen roll with uninterrupted harmony for ſo many thouſand 
years !/—not the God of the millions of myriads of worlds 
—of ſyſtems—and of the various ranks and orders of be- 
ings and intelligences which probably compoſe the aggre- 
gate of the grand—the vaſt—the incomprehenſible ſyſtem 
of the univerſe! —but the eternal—infinitely wiſe !ſ—1nti- 
nitely powerful !—infinitely good Gop of the wroLE !—the 


GREAT SUN OF THE UNIVERSE ! whole rays or * 
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fill without increaſe, and without diminution the immenſity of 
ſþace! and who ſhall reign foi ever and ever, —ſteady—fixt— 
eternally the ſame The King of Kings! the Lord of Lords! 
the God of Gods!—the Soul of all Souls!—the Licur of 
all Light ;—The but here,—here at the entrance of 
intellectual viſion on the very threſhold of comprehenſion 
we ſtop, —ſhrinking before THAT INCOMPREHENSIBLE MA- 
JEsTY—or light—or efſence—or ſomewhat“! into the little- 
neſs and darkneſs of our preſent nature; for it is by ai 
decreed that in this ſtate of exiſtence © we can ſce“ into the 
things which are — our horizon, “ but as through a 
glaſs, and very darkly.” But, to return. 


When looking ſteadfaſtly on the brighteſt of the ſtars, 
planets, or meridian ſun, ſhining with the moſt tucid ſweet- 
neſs—with the moſt brilliant eſfulgence, in a ſerene blue 
ſry, contemplating at the ſame time the nature of the tre- 
mendous Being who created and ſupports them, my brain 
and all the faculties of my ſoul ſtruggle, burſt, and blaze 
with the immenfity—with the painful delight of the ideas 
excited: and, tranſported with impatience, Jove, and 
admiration, I have attempted to conceive of the brilliant 
blue-white ſtars, planets, or our ſun, (which to us appear 
not much larger than our hand) as being as large as the 
whole canopy of heaven which we behold, and even as 
the other hemiſphere which 1s under our horizon, and the 
waole compoſing but oN great luminary, —above us, be- 
tow us, and on every fide, fixed and ſhining with a ſteady 
brightneſs, ten thouſand times ſuperior to that of the 
bodies juſt mentioned, yet with mild, genial, temperate 
and harmonious rays, and we placed in the center of this 
luminous concave-—on a tranſparent plain thouſands of 
miles in diametcr, (yet THE WHOLE being but a few of the 
rays which proceed from the glory of that moſt diſtant, yet. 
ever, and every-where-preſent-Being - who created and 
{1pports the Univerſe !) in the company of thoſe who love 
and eſteem us, and whom we ſupremely love, admire, and 
adore each individual being then all eye—all car—all 
mind—to take in and comprehend the whole of the light, 
and beauty, and the whole of the happineſs of ſuch a 
ſtate and ſituation. What a glorious privilege !=What 
tranſcendent felicity - inaſmuch as it would be as perma- 
nent as pure and perſect. I would with my liberal and 
enlivhtened reader not to revolve the above ideas in his 
mind on a cloudy day or Cark night ; but when he is in 
the open air—when all is ſtill and terene,—the ſun—the 
planets,—or the ſtars ſhining in their zenith with their 
twecteſt and moſt brilliant luſtre, ; 
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The ſpacious dome of this ſtupendous temple is entirely 
covered with metal, and is ſupported by ſix beautiful fluted 
columns of a kind of open work quite new in this iſland.— 
Though they are fix feet high, ſtanding on double ſquare 
plinths, with baſes and capitals richly ornamented, yet 
they are but pedeſtals as it were for ſix pillars of brilliant 
flint cut glaſs, enriched at top and bottom with flowered 
borders cut in the glaſs, and carved mouldings. Each pillar 
in the centre 1s ſtrengthened and decorated with a ſolid 
ſtalk of flint glaſs, with white enamelled lace or net work 
in the middle, and bound about with a ſnowy white ſpiral 
glaſs cord, all of which are a complete and effectual inſu- 
lation to the tremendous conductors or reſervoirs which reſt 


on the top of the dome, The whole temple is incloſed by 


a light and clegant Chineſe railing to prevent any one from 
inadvertently ſtealing or being hurt by the electrical fire, and 
from touching or coming ncar any patient while under any 
operation. f 

The cucumference of the metallic dome is full twenty- 
one feet; the concavity of it is regularly divided into conic 
compartments, elegantly decorated with vaſes, foliage, and 
feſtoons of flowers, —richly carved and doubly gilt. 

From the tremendous metal conductors on the top, a 
large regular groupe of maſſive braſs rods neirce the dome 
in the form of an inverted cone, whica end in a ball from 
which depends a magnetic crown, which with a pullay 
can be raifed or lowered as 1s neceſſary. This crown is 
occaſionally removed, and reſervoirs or tubes are attached, 
from which drop, or rain, or run by the force of air, elcc- 


tricity, or magnetiſm, or by the united power of the three, 


ætherial eſſences, nouriſhing dews, vivifying attractive or 
repellent effluvia and influences—while from innumerable 

oints flows a glory, or ſeeming beatification, from the 
celeſtial or elementary fire upon the patient, as the diſſerent 
conſtitutions and the various caſes that daily ſolicit my at- 
tention require. 

On the top of the dome, which being overlaid with me— 
tal, is itſelf a prodigiouſly large prime conductor, are placed 
in a triangle, three immenſe globes completely covered, 
WITHIN AND WITHOUT, with white metal; on the top of 
them lies another of equal fize covered wit': burniſhed gold, 
ending and completing the glorious pyramid with an eſful- 

ent and moſt brilliant flame. Theſe four tremendous globes 
are each of them, no leſs than ſeyen feet in circumference, and 
if ſolid metal, would with the dome, golden dragon, and two 
other globes which belong to this part of the apparacus, 
weigh upwards of eighty thouſand pounds. 

The three undermoſt globes are ſupportęd by three mag- 


nificent carved and gilt brackets: in the trout of cach of 
the

the globes there is a door ſecured with a bar of braſs and a 


padlock. The globes are pterced, quartered, and held to 
each other by mathve poliſhed and gilt brafs rods, and 


various glaſs tubes through which the electrical fire, and 


ztherial quinte{lences paſs to act upon the medicines which 
the globes contain. Upon one of the globes is written in 
brilliant letter, electrical æther, on another, nervous bat 
jam, and on the third, imperial pills. For an account of 
theſe efficacious and moſt precious medicines, which J 
have now publiſhed to the world, ſee the concluſion of this 
work. 

Theſe, and various other medicines from the animal, 
mineral and vegetable world, being acted upon, impreg— 
nated and exalted, with magnetiſm, air, and electricity, 
ſend oft in their turn, in conjunction, or ſeparately, their 
eſlluvia their pureſt and moſt ſubtil parts to cach other, 
or to the patients who fit at the al:ar in the temple, or 
who fit or recline on the great ſemicircular throne which is 
connected with it. 

In the centre between the four globes, is placed an ex- 
hauſted glaſs veſſel in which the elementary fire is ſeen to 

lay about like the moſt vivid and moit beautiful aurore 
ng On different parts of the dome, arc placed vaſes 
with innumerable ſwarms of the moſt beautiful gold and 
filver fith, ſporting in the chryſtal-elerical harmonized 
elements of air, earth, fire, and water. Pots, &c. are 
likewiſe ſeen with curious, rare, and valuable plants, 
flowers, and fruits, ſuch as the balm of gilead, roſes, pine» 
apples, &c.—which ſwectly and ſtrikingly demonſtrate the 
amazing power of electricity in promoting the rapid ma- 
turation, and vigorous ſtrength of the vital principle in 
the growth of vegetables as well as in the human body. 
Nor can it be otherwiſe, confidering the great analogy there 
is between the ſtructure, organization, nutrition and func- 
tions of vegetable ſubſtances and animal bodies. 

What J have juſt now mentioned reminds me of two very 
apt and expreſlive paintings oppoſite each other in the in- 
fide of the dome. That on the left is a figure of barrenneſs, 
and on the right a very tine one of fecundity or fruitfulneſs. 
The former is in oppoſition and to illuſtrate the latter, 
namely, fruitfulneſs, to which the mild, balmy, bracing and 
vivifying nature of thoſe influences are ſo very favour- 
able. Nothing in the whole circle of nature being found 
ſo friendly and efficacious in removing obſtructions, in- 
vigorating and bracing relaxed fibres and nerves, and in 
one word, in warming, cheriſhing, and renovating broken 
and decayed conſtitutions, and happily prolonging hu- 
man life, 

EE B 2 Sterility 
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Sterility, unfruitfulneſs, or barrenneſs, is but dimly ſeem 
in a fort of back ground. She is allegorically repreſented by 
a woman of a Janguiſhing diſcontented aſpect, tight laced, 
wan and hollow-eyed from midnight racketing: the leans 
on a mule, holding a branch of willow in one hand, and of 
rue in the other. The looks of this figure denote unhappi- 
neſs, dejection and anxiety of mind“; her hollow eyes and 
wan complexion, declare irregularities and late hours, which 
with tight lacing, and inordinate—enervating indulgenccs, 
are utterly inconſiſtent with bland—caſy digeſtion, free circu- 
lation, good health, and child bearing. The mule is here a 
proper ſymbol on account of its barrenneſs; the branch of 
willow 1s here applied becauſe it yields no fruit; and rue is 
ſaid to be ſo great an enemy to conception and procreation, 
that it even procures abortion in thoſe who have con- 
ceived. | | 

But, on the right of the temple, 1s ſtrikingly ſeen a beau- 
tiful figure of fecundity or fruitfulneſs. She is a matron 
of a pleaſant countenance, reſting on a couch; with one 
hand ſhe is careſſing two children, with the other ſhe 
holds a cornucopia with fruits and flowers; and by one 
fide, at her foot, is a rabbit. 

The ſweet chearful countenance of this allegorical figure, 
and her reſting on a couch, denote indulgence and contents 
ment of mind. The attitude of chreſling two children 
expreſſes one of the greateſt conſolations of the married 
ſtate, and indicates the happineſs and dclight that mankind 
enjoy in rearing up their beloved ofl:piing. 


Hæc eſto mater poſſeſſio pulcherima, 
Et potior divitiis ſi cui ſint liberi honi. 


The cornucopia with flowers and fruits, allude to plenty 
and concord—the companions of peace and happineſs ; and 
the rabbit is thought to be the moſt prolific of all animals; 
being ſaid to breed ſeven times a year, and to bring forth 
fix or eight young ones each time. Horace puts fecundity 
in the number of the moſt defircable things.

The garland of pomgranates, myrtle, olive, and vine 
branches, which encircles the painting, alludes to the 
health, peace, ſatisfaction and conſtancy of the married 
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ſtate when bleſſed with healthy and dutiful children; and 
in one word, the painting alludes to the powerful effects of 
electricity in removing obſtructions, and fo bracing up, 
ſtrengthening, warming, and invigorating the whole ſyſtem, 
as to be extremely favourable to conception and the pro- 
creation of healthy children; happy examples of which J 
have very frequently the ſatisfaction of ſecing :—and every 
body, from analogy will be convinced of the truth of it, 
by obſerving the rapid growth, and healthy luxuriance of 
the plants, flowers and fruits, which are almoſt conſtantly 
under the influence of this wonderfully vivifying, genial, 
reſtorative and moſt nouriſhing fire. | 

In a line with the temple, exactly oppoſite the fire place, 
is placed a magnificent pavilion on a ſquare platform, ſup- 
ported by four maſſy pillars of brilliant flint glaſs, —richly 
ornamented. This little curious edifice which is the firſt of 
the kind that ever was ſeen, or perhaps thought of in the 
world, and which is a moſt valuable acquiſition to the 
ſcience of healing, holds but one perſon at a time, and is 
uſed in the various caſes of weak or obſtructed lungs, de- 
bilitated nerves, and worn out conſtitutions, in which 
breathing a rich vivifying electrical atmoſphere is found 
ſeemingly MIRACULOUSLY uſeful. 

It has the appearance of a handſome wine hogſhead or 
pipe, beautifully carved and ornamented, with a ſegment 
cut off in the front—covered with a conic or pyramidal 
dome, and with a ſuperb globe lined with an amalgam of 
quickfilver, &c : this globe reſts on a gilt cup of exquiſite 
workmanfhip and conſiderable dimenſions. The whole 
pavilion is completely lined in the inſide with metal: from 
innumerable points ſtreams the elementary fire, from tubes 
flow the pure quinteſſential odours, and the richly carved 
perforated ſupports of the ſeat, are overlaid with the moſt 
perfect and moſt precious of all metals, 

Over the door, which is a gothic arch, ſprings a moſt 
magnificent volume of foliage, exquiſitely carved and 
richly gilt, behind which riſes, with majeſtic elegance, the 
brilliant globe from the golden cup. 

This ſuperb pavilion is rather too flattering for hu- 
man vanity. But it breathes health. For by means of 
the maſſi ve, highly poliſhed and gilt braſs rods which con- 
nect it with the dome of the temple, fo great a ſtream of 
the electrical or elementary fire is brought in, that the pa- 
tient, when the Apollo chamber is darkened, appears en- 
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* Sufficient ſupport and ſecurity is aſſorded to this 
aſtoniſhing apparatus by means of the ſubſtantial walls, 


and ſtately columns in the great hall, and rooms below.

throned and environed with a viſible ſpecies of celeſtiat 
glory - Add to this, that the patient fo far from receiving 
any ſhock, is exhilerated and delighted with the aromatic 
xtherial odours, while he cleanſes his lungs, purifies and 
circulates his blood, and fortifies his nerves by breathing 
the electrical, dephlogiſticated and vivifying atmoſphere 
with which he 1s ſurrounded; or in. other words, while he 
inhales and aſſimilates the materia prima, or the univerſal 
vital principle of all things ! 

On each lide of the noble electrical pavilion, are placed 
two ſuperb ſtands for fumigators and electrical jars. They 
are tripods, with tops in the form of circular baſkets ſup- 
ported by tine female figures as large as life, moſt exqui- 
ſitely carved, and magnificently gilt. "The ornaments are 
extremely rich, being feſtoons of flowers, and cluſters of 
grapes and other fruits, flowing and winding about with 
uncommon elegance. 

The Temple of Health occupies the centre of the Great 
Apollo chamber. Between it, and the two doors, ſtands 
a large frame of the fineſt poliſhed mahogany, in which are 
placed two cylinders of brilliant glaſs, and of prodigious 
ſize. They are each of them 20 inches in length, and 44 
in circumference, and are ſo amazingly powerful in excit- 
ing and producing the electrical fire, that a coated jar 
which contains ten gallons is charged by them in half a 
minute, or by a few turns of the wheel. Theſe great 
cylinders, &c. are the fame with which the electrical ex- 
periments were exhibited two years ago in the Pan» 
theon in Oxford Street, before his Majeſty !—the Royal 
Family —the Royal Society, &c,—but ſince they became 
my property, I have improved them exceedingly :—they 
are now completely inſulated, and are ſo contrived as to be 
wrought fingly or both together, producing either poſitive 
or negative electricity according to the nature of the caſe— 
the conſtitution of the patient, or the number of perſons 
to be electrified at one time. 

The fire is conveyed from theſe cylinders to the tre- 
mendous pyramid of cenductors on the inſulated dome of 
the temple, by means of an aſtoniſhing fiery dragon, and 
Þraſs rods wreathed with rich filk cords, alternately of a 
delicate white and a celeftial blue colour ; which, while 
they prevent the evaporating of the fire, are exactly emble- 
matical of its colour and lambent ſoftneſs, which every 
body knows (who has had the pleaſure of ſeeing it in 
ſteady, large and regular quantities) far exceeds in brit- 
liance and tranſlucid beauty, that of the moſt refulgent 
ſtars or planets which ſhine in the brighteſt and mott 
Jercne evening. ; 
| This 
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This dragon is a male, and fellow to the female in the 
great room below. The pedeſtal which ſupports it is 
carved with the moſt exquiſite art and elegance, and is 
doubly gilt with the pureſt gold. From the top of it riſes 


a maſſy pillar of brilliant glaſs, with gold, purple, and 


lapis lazuli coloured ſpiral tubes in the centre. On each 


| fide of this compound and very curious pillar, ariſe, 


diverging, two magnificent triangular columns of pure 
chryſtal glaſs, cut into true priſms, exhibiting all the rich 
colours of the rainbow. This groupe of glaſs work, ſup- 
ports the conducting dragon. This animal is no leſs than 
{ix feet long, with extended wings, and forked tongue of 
enormous fize, with which it devours with avidity the fire 
alternately from the two cylinders, which paſhng along the 
ſurface of the creature, and the braſs rods through its 
body, delivers it to the globes by its tail which lies on the 
dome of the temple. The carving and ny part of the 
workmanſhip of this tremendouſly large, yet beautiful ani- 
mal is moſt exquiſite : it is not gilt but wholly overlaid 
with fine gold—its tongue is of a lived or crimſon colour; 
and its eyes blaze with liquid fire. | 
Beyond the temple, between it, and a magnificent ſemi- 
circular throne, is placed a ſtately TrIieoDd ſtand of ſupreme 
elegance and beauty. It is ſupported by three Ægyptian 
Sphynxes, richly capariſoned. On the entablatures are 
three eagles holding feſtoons of flowers, &c.—and on the 
top of the whole a five gallon brilliant cut decanter, with 
2 curious glaſs cock for emitting water, &c. when charged 
with vital qualities. On each fide of this goolily and moſt 
uſeful veſſel, are placed India fumigators for oriental 
eſſences. This ſuperb tripod is eſteemed one of the fineſt 


ſpecimens of carving, &c. in Europe, and does the greateſt 


honour to the Engliſh artiſt who executed it. 

Onward, immediately before, but at a proper diſtance 
from the centre window, is erected a magnificent electric 
and magnetic throne. Its form 1s a ſegment approaching 
to a ſemicircle. It is ſupported by eight maſly pillars of 
brilliant glaſs ——the baſes and capitals richly gilt and 
ornamented with brilliant ruby coloured foil, &c. 
The platform is covered with a rich carpet, and the 
ſeat, which at once accommodates a great number of 
patients, is ſupported by beautiful gilt pillars, is co- 
vered with crimſon filk damaſk, correſponding with the 
drapery of the windows, &c.—'The back rail of the throne 
is of brilliant cut flint glaſs, no leſs than twelve feet long, of 
immenſe value and celeſtial beauty, and is ſupported by fix 
great columns of the ſame—ſo truly priſmatic, — ſo exactly 


cut, —and ſo highly poliſhed, as to blaze and exbibit 
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FA | with the lovelieſt luſtre, the ſeven primitive colours, diver- 
| ſiſied with the richeſt harmony. 


In the centre of the throne, and oppoſite the centre of 
4 the centre window, riſes a noble Corinthian column; it is

_ lars which ſupport the circular dome df the temple. In 

=. the middle of the throne, before the great column, is 
lt a moſt powerful ſeat of compound artificial. magnets. 
th. They throne and column are fourteen feet high, and is ter- 
=o mind by a prodigious globe of poliſhed filver amalgam, 
0 no lefs than three feet fix inches in circumference, endin 


with a flame, of gold, green, yellow, purple and brilliant 
ruby colours —— This noble globe, beſides acting as an 
= additional magazine for the electric fire, reflects from' its 
=: pure boſom on the delighted eye, the celeſtial light, the 
= reateſt part of the apparatus, and whatever paſles in the 
Apollo chamber. 

The healing, the moſt falubrious emanations and in- 
fluences flowing from the temple, from the. great altar, 
and from the cenſers, vaſes, &c. containing balſamic, 
aromatic, and ztherial quinteſſences, &c. are communi- 
cated to thoſe who fit on the throne, by means of various 
tubes, and by the maſly rods of metal gilt and poliſhed, 
which connect the throne with the temple, and the other 
parts of the apparatus. 

From the top of the column, on each ſide, the electrical 
fire runs down chains flowing in ſeſtoon, covered with the 
richeſt and moſt beautiful artificial flowers, to charge or 
fill with condenſed fire two immenſe jars which ſtand on 
two noble pillars that are placed at each end of the 
throne, in the piers between the three windows. 

Theſe two jars contain twenty two gallons; they are 

coated within and without, in fo curious a manner as to 
contain near fiity gallons of condenſed fire. Two-thirds of 
the jar from the bottom appears of a ſhowy white poliſhed 
enamel, and the upper part of brilliant flint glaſs. They are 
richly ornamented with golden foliage or mouldings, and 
with brilliant metallic foil of various colours, 1o diſpoſed as 
to ſhew the luſtre and effulgence of the elaſtic electrical fre 
in diſcharging. The fire from the temple enters the jars 
by two large golden balls ſupported by braſs rods which 
pierce the top of their covers, and communicate with the 
inſide triple coating. The double wreaths or feſtoons of 
flowers flowing down the conducting rods from the capital 
of the Corinthian column to the great fars on each fide, 
give to the whole an elegant, airy, and moſt magnificent 
appearance, and inconceivable grace, if I may be allowed 
to proſtitute that term to inanimate things. 
Theſe

Theſe two tremendous -jars—thoſe on the great fide 


boards, and in the other apartments above and below, are 
never uſed for the human body. No; when combined they 
form a battery which kills in a moment, at one blow, an 
ox of the hugeſt magnitude. In theſe. great magazines or 
reſervoirs we occaſionally accumulate and condenſe the 
running electrical fire, in order to increaſe the ſtrength of 
my apparatus and for acting with a kind of almighty power 
on alchymic ſubſtances, metallic combinations, - chemical 
eſſences, and on medicines of various kinds, cfpectally my 
electrical æther my nervous elixir, and my imperial pills 


—for an account of the extraordinary virtues of which,. - 


ſee the concluſion of this work, _ | 
On each fide of the great frame in which the mighty cy- 


linders are placed, are fixed two inſulated ſeats for negative. 


electricity, &c. The good effects of the operations daily per- 
formed with this part of the apparatus, aſtoniſh beyond 
meaſure, myſclf as well as my happy patients. I believe 
that I may ſay with truth, that there is no fever, rheuma- 
tiſm, cramp, ſpaſm, or convulſion, but what will give way 
very ſpeedily, often in one minute, to the wonderful in- 
ſluences of theſe ſecret yet irreſiſtible agents. The patient 
fits on a magnetic feat, inſulated with glaſs, with, his feet, 
uncovered by ſhoes, on a pavement of native ſulphur in 
rolls, holding at the ſame time, ſome of the ſame in his 
hands—while the effluvia of thoſe powerful, moſt penetra- 
ting antiſpaſmodic ſubſtances pervade, ſearch, and paſs 
through every or any particular part of his ſyſtem—his 


body as well as the ſubſtances he is ſeated upon or con- 


nected with, being totally deprived of every ſpark of even 
the natural quantity of electricity they poſſeſſed in common 
with every thing elſe in- the univerſe. —This is what is called 
negative electricity, and is performed by connecting an 
inſulated patient with the inſulated rubber of the electrify ing. 
machine when excited. This. ſpecies of electricity is in 
oppoſition to that which. is called poſitive, which is ſuper- 


anducing a quantity of that fluid more than the body is na- 


turally poſſeſſed of. 
Thus, by air, by magnetiſm, by muſical ſounds, by. ſub- 


tile, active, cordial and balſamic medicines and chymical 


eilences, and by poſitive and negative electricity arbitrarily 
uicd, I have as it were an abſolute command over the 
health, functions and diſeaſes of the human body, For LI 
can with eaſe, facility, and a moral certainty empty or 
fill it; brace or relax it; heat it or cool it; make it move 
faſter or flower, as I pleaſe or fee proper: removing almoſt 
every obſtruction; purifying and ſweetening the fluids ; 
ſtrengthening and bracing the folids; calming or relaxing. 


ſpaſms, 
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aſms, contractions or irritations, eaſing the ſevereſt pain, 
diſperſing the hardeſt ſwelling—cleanſing and healing the 
moſt virulent and fouleſt ulcers, quickening, warming or 
accelerating the languid motion or denſe blood and languid 
ſpirits; coiling up and invigorating the nerves—and in tine; 
by means of poſitive electricity, vivifying air, muſie, mage 
netiſm, and by my cordial and balſamic ztherial medicines 
binding up the broken heart, and happily lehthening human 
life to the longeſt pothble period. By negative electricity, 
&c. Kc. &c. I lower the pu.'2, reſtraining and compoſiag 
the motion of the blood, ſpirits, or the animal functions, to 


any degree, when rapidly agitated by fevers, tumultuous and 


mordinate paſſions, &c. inducing a regular, free, ſteady, 
and genial circulation, —eradicating ſcorbutic, - venercal, 
ſcrophulous, gouty, bilious, calcarious, phlegmatic and | 
watery humours, however complicated or contirmed ; re- 
freſhing, bedewing, and building up the ſyſtem with mild, 
balſamic, and nutritious forces, and in one word, inducing 
good health, and ſerene cheerfulneſs of heart and mind, by 
the due and reciprocal action of the ſolids and fluids on 
each other; or, in other words, producing that happy 
equilibrium, harmonious unity, or juſt balance which nature 
delights in, and conſtantly endeavours to maintain in the 
whole viſible as well as invifible creation—animal, vege- 
table, and mineral—in air, earth, fire, and water. 

On each fide of the fire place, is a noble arched receſs, 
about twelve feet high, by ſeven and an half feet wide, 
which are filled with two elegantly formed commode tables, 
fupported by two pillars handſomely fluted and richly gilt. 
On the tables, which are carved and ornamented with a 
profuſion of flowers flowing in feſtoon, are placed a pro- 


digious variety of electrical, chemical, and philoſophical 


machinery and inſtruments for various purpoſes in my 
reat ſyſtem of curing or relieving the numerous pains 
and diſcaſes, internal and external, to which the human 
body 1s liable. Over one of the tables, in the center of the 
arch, under rich canopy ornaments, crimſon, gold, and 


purple, —is placed, ſurrounded with a glory and rich frame, 


a beautiful print, and moſt ſtriking likeneſs of Catharine 
the Great! the magnanimous Empreſs of all the Ruſlias !— 
On one fide of Her Imperial Majeſty is a fine portrait of 
the Grand Duke! and on the other, a charming likeneſs of 
his Royal Conſort, the Grand Ducheſs of Ruſſia! 

On the table below, are ranged, firſt, an uncommonly 
large apparatus invented by Dr. Nooth, for impregnating 
water, &c. with fixed air. Secondly, A magnificent par- 
tial bath for aerial, ætherial, or electrical influences : it is 
twenty inches high, of beautifully bright green flint glai's 

richly 
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richly enamelled with gold, Thirdly, A ſuperby India 
hooker, flowered and enriched with inlaid fine filver,» 
with a rich brown and gold tube thirteen feet long, ending 
with a valuable agate mouth- piece. This curious inſtru- 
ment is uſed for fumigating the throat, lungs, &c. with ape» 
rient, cleanſing, balſamic and healing eflential vapours 
from aromatic reſins, ſtrengthening gums, oriental balſamic 
carminative ſeeds, fragrant flowers, odoriferous and delici- 


. ous fruits, &c. which are incloſed in a large cenſer of 


maſſy alver—the ſteam being cooled and tempered by paſ- 
ſing through iced water—or æther condenſed with nitrous 


or magnetic influences. Among the prodigious number of 


machines and inſtruments on this large table, there are 
various electrical vaſes, and a great variety of bruſhes and 
encils of every ſize—in wood, metal, fibrous elaſtic glaſs, 


\ briſtles, ſoft hair, and one brought from China with a han- 


dle twenty inches long of fold ſilver, curiouſly wrought, 
and the hair of this clectrical ſwitch is of a ſnowy filver 


'white—and about thirty inches long. 


Over the other great commode table, under rich canop 
ornaments, crimſon, gold, and purple, 1s placed, ſurrounded 
with a glory in a rich frame, a beautiful print of Her moſt 
gracious Majeſty, Charlotte! Queen of Great-Britain, &c. 
with their Royal Highneſſes George Prince of Wales !—and 
The Princeſs Royal of England! on each fide of the Queen! 

On the great table below, 1s placed another excellent ap- 
paratus for producing and impregnating various fluids, 
with various kinds of air, chalybeate and other mineral 
ſubſtances, . and with ætherial, aromatic eſſences. Another 
moſt magnificent, yet portable bath, fellow to that on the 
other table, which I have juſt now deſeribed. Diflerent 
kinds of bellows too for fumigations, and various other 
inſtruments for reſtoring animation to perſons apparently 
dead by ſtrangulation, tits, drowning, &c. Electrical 
Jars and vaſes and another cenier or hooker for fumi— 
gations, &C. This inſtrument is of a rich Tyrian 
blue, or bright purple colour, ornamented with gold, 
with a tube, crimſon and gold, three yards in length 


with various mouth pieces, &c.,—for different indications in 


the cure of the diſcaſes of the breaſt and lungs. On this, 
as well as on the other table, are ranged a great variety 
of cones, tubes, fountains, ſprinklers, &c,—of paſte, plats, 
wood, metals, large pearls, &c. ſet in handles of gold, 
filver, loadſtone, braſs, baked wood, ſealing wax, brilliant 
ſolid glaſs, cxhauſted cylindrical tubes, beautifully ena. 
melled ſpiral flint glaſs rods; with chains, ſilk cords, 
lilver and glaſs tubes, which occaſionally connect them 
with the dome of the temple—the great altar. &c. for 


bruſhing, 
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bruſhing, diſperſing, fumigating and nouriſhing with the 
elementary fire, air of various kinds, magnetic effluvium, 
or ætherial breathings, in the various diſeaſes of the CyE,— 
ear, tongue or organs of ſpeech ; as well as for ſoftening 
and diſperſing glandular ſwellings, removing the oldeſt 
and moſt confirmed rheumatic pains,—animaring para- 


'Iytic deadneſs or weakneſſes of the limbs, or of one 


de of the body, &c. bracing nervous relaxations, 
drawing out the water, &c. in dropſical caſes—plumping 
up and invigorating the relaxed and debilitated parts. 
On this table moreover are found magnets natural and 
artificial of aſtoniſhing ſtrength; electrometers, coated jars, 
and vials of various kinds and ſizes for giving ſhocks of any 
degree of ſtrength; filver and other rods for drawing ſparks, 
from patients when poſitively elcctriſied. But, as it would 
be too tedious to deſcribe, or even enumerate the great 
variety of machinery and inſtruments which are here ready 
on theſe magnificent tide boards, I ſhall conclude the 
Sketch with mentioning the powerful magnetic and other 
bandages, and the various ſilver, magnetic, horn, wooden, 

lats, and other cups, ſpoons, &c. covered and open, out 
of which the different medicines, &c. are adminiſtered to 
patients according to their reſpective ages, caſes and con» 
ſtitutions. 

High up, over the ſire place in the centre of the room, on a 
bracket richly gilt, is placed a cock of the fineſt old china, 
almoſt as natural as life, and extremely expreſhve of that 
vigilance, attention, fortitude and watchfulneſs which are 
indiſpenſably required in a ſkilful, uſeful, and conſcientious 
phyfician. On the chimney piece, which is of the fineſt 
white marble, exquiſitely carved into various figures and 
ornamental devices, and highly polithed—are placed a pair 
of ſuperb brilliant girandoles, flowing under the creſcent 
and with elegant feſtoons of paſte of the fir{t water, and of 
the higheſt poliih *. In the centre of the chimney-piece 
are placed a very tall, and two leſſer ſilver candleſticks with 
wax lights, for ſome kinds of the groſſer fumigations; and 
on each fide veſlels for diſtilling and diffuſing odotiferous 

eſſences through the room, by means of lamps burning 
with the ſpirit "of wine, or fires of the oricntal ſpices and 
aromatic gums. 

At the top of the room, between two noble pillars, under 
a rich canopy with an ample back ground of tine rote 
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a Theſe, and fore other of the moſt curious and bcauti- 
ful pieces of my cut glaſs work, were executed by Melirs. 
Polhill and Blades, the celebrated Glaſs Manufacturers, 
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coloured India paper, on a maſſy pedeſtal, is placed a mot 
magnificent folio Bible, printed by Baſkerville, on royal 
poliſhed paper, elegantly bound in red turkey leather, and 
very richly gilt. The intention of the Bible being placed 
here will be explained by and bye. Immediately above it, 
in a rich frame, is a fine portrait of the King —over which, 
ſupparted by two noble columns, appear the Britiſh Arms, 
glowing in celeſtial or electrical fire! with a brightneſs 
and beauty cqual, if not ſuperior to that of the moſt lucid 
planet, or moſt brilliant ſtar. They are finely emblazoned, 
at full length, on a ſemicireular plate of glaſs of large di- 
menſions, under an exquiſitely carved and richly gilt ſemi- 
circular cornice, On each fide is placed a battery of philo- 
ſophical cannon. No gun powder is uſed : _ are charged 
with inflammable air, and diſcharged with electrical fire, 
which produces exploſions—equally loud and tremendous 
with thoſe of gun- powder. The royal crown, and his Ma- 
jeſty's arms ſupported by the lion and the unicorn—the 
motto too, and the figure of Victory and of Fame, all in 
electrical light, exceedingly aſtoniſh, elevate, and delight 
the ſoul of every beholder. Riſing from the Britiſh crown, 
appears the following inſcription pointing upwards 
«© ALTIORA Pro! -I defire—l look for higher—for no- 
bler—for more permanent things !—and at ſome diſtance 
over the terreſtrial crown is ſeen a CELESTIAL DIADEn!!! 

To my intelligent and polite reader it would be as unne- 
ceſſary tor me to explain the import of the above emblems, 
as it would be impertinent perhaps in me to attempt a 
panegyric on the auguſt and moſt amiable character of our 
moſt gracious Sovereign! I thall only obſerve, that it would 
be impoſſible for me, or for any one, to give an adequate 
idca in words, of the brilliant glory—the beauty—and the 
ſuperior magnificence of a device which was perhaps never 
before thought of, far leſs exceuted, or exhibited, in any 
age or country, ſince the creation of the world. | 

'I ſhall conclude this ſketch of the apparatus in the 
Apollo apartment with mentioning very briefly thoſe parts 
of it, which to the unphiloſophic eye will appear rather 
ornamental than uſeful. Firſt, then, the elevation of the 
ceiling is full fifteen feet; and the floor which is thirt 
feet long, by twenty wide, is intirely covered with rich 
carpeting, and occaltonally with green cloth. In the mid- 
dle of the room oppoſite the temple is a large beautiful 
family piece of eight figures, as large as life, an original 
painting by the celebrated Van Dyck. 

Under this valuable picce, in the centre, is placed a rich 
frame with a votive dedication of the whole houte to the 
auſpices of AscvLarnus. To the leſt of the great painting

clouds before the ſun, by the ſimple influence, or the har- 
moniouſly combined force, irreſiſtible yet friendly! of the 
four elementary principles, modified and adminiſtered, by 
James Graham, a Doctor of Medicine, a lover of his ſpe- 
cics, and an humble yet ardent admirer, and faithful fol- 
lower of Nature, and of Nature's Gop! to whoſe unerring 
wiſdom, and eternal laws, he humbly —moſt humbly bends, 
—pleaſantly conſecrating his houſe to AcuLareivs, the fa- 
bulous father of the HEATING ART. 
The ſuite of rooms, conſiſting of ſix, for the reception of 
patients (the whole of the apparatus occupying ten) are 
for ſcientific diſtinction, preciſion, and diſpatch in buſineſs

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numbered and dedicated in large characters on the inſide as 
well as the outſide of every door. As theſe ſix inſeriptions 
when taken together and duly attended to, compoſe, and 
are intended to exhibit a ſuceinct, yet complete ſyſtem of 
health, long life and happineſs, they are collected toge- 
ther, and exhibited at one ſtriking view, and are as follows: 


No. I. Sacred to Prudence and Reſolution, Moderation 
and Tranquillity, Reſignation and Hope! 

No. II. Sacred to early Hours;—to Cleanlineſs and Exer- 
ciſe, of Body and of Mind. 

No. III. Sacred to Harmony and Contemplation, —Reli- 

ious and Philoſophical. 

No. IV. The Apollo - ſacred to Temperance,—to Regus 
larity,—and to the open Air. 

No. V. Sacred to the Divine Simplicity of Diet, conſiſting, 
chiefly, of Water,—of Milk, —and of the various natural 
Productions of the vegetable Kingdom. 

No. VI. Sacred to Temperate Mirth,—and ſocial Joy! 


Sweet Peace, fits brooding like a white plum'd Dove, 
O'er cordial Friendihip, —and o'er virtuous Love! 


In various parts of the room are diſpoſed maſterly prints 
of the ſciences—and exact repreſentations of the ſtructure, 
&c. of the brain, nerves—organs of hearing, &c.—But 
above all, I muſt not omit men'ioning, about a hundred 
little gilt frames exhibiting every diſeaſe of the human eye, 
actually drawn, and delicately coloured from Nature, as 
they occurred in the courſe of my extenſive practice in the 
diforders of that moſt precious and moſt uritable organ. 
Half of the number are painted on roſe coloured India pa- 

er, and the other half of them on paper of a ſerene ſky 
lue. The whole exhibits, near two hundred views of 


the different ſpecies and ſtages of the diſeaſes: and on one 


of the great kde boards is found a perfectly exact artificial 
eye, exhibiting the anatomical and philoſophical ſtruc- 
ture, internal as well as external, of this wonderful maſter- 
piece of infinite Wiſdom, ſupreme Goodneſs, and omnipo- 
tent Power! the whole together compoſing the completeſt 
and moſt valuable medical collection of Eyes, without ex- 
ception, Ibelieve, in the whole world! 

The lower baſe of the apartment—the ſurbace—the 
friezes—the architraves—the cornices, windows and doors, 
within and without, are richly carved, and beautifully or- 
namented with emblematical figures and deſigns; but above 
all, the.ceiling is ſupremely elegant. It is divided with the 
moſt perfect exactneſs into geometrical ſtucce A” 
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and painted in a ſtile that reflects the higheſt honour on 
the taſte of the great men who deſigned it, and on the abi» 
lities of the ingenious and moſt maſterly artiſts who exe- 
cuted it. It would be impoſſible in many pages to give 
even a tolerable idea of the exquiſite and moſt elegant work- 
manſhip of this moſt noble ceiling. I ſhall juſt mention 
that in the centre of it exactly over the top of the dome of 
the temple, are three great circles in which are exhibited a 
Paſtoral repreſentation of the three graces, in the moſt 
eharming attitudes, with a cupid reclined under a tree, 
playing on a flute, with his bow on the ground, and his 
quiver and arrows hanging on a bough of the tree. 

The hangings, &&. of the room, are compeſed of a deli- 
eate green, roſe colour, and pure white: denoting inno- 
cence, purity, hope, temperance, and the blooming ardour 
of good health. The great temple, the pavilion, and moſt 
parts of the apparatus are either overlaid with pure gold of 
different colours, or painted of a mild green and delicate 
white; and the cornices too, of the doom, &c. areornamented 
with elegantly gilt feſtoons of flowers of almoſt every kind, 
pendent from rings of gold, and enriched with profeſſional 
devices. The temple is painted light green, becauſe that is 
moſt agreeable to weak eyes; and becauſe it 1s the emble- 
matical colour of hope, and of the reviving ſpring. The 
former denotes the expectation of health, which 1s ſo cor- 
dial to the fick perſons who approach it; and the latter 
the renovating and reſtorative quality and effects of the 
influences which flow from it. The garlands and feſtoons 
of aromatic plants and flowers, with millet, olive and cedar 
branches pendent from the rings of gold, are choſen becauſe 
thoſe aromatics are well known to preſerve animal bodies 
from putrefaCtion and decay: pure gold is abſolutely in- 
corruptible and inconſumable, and cedar is extremely du- 
rable. The circular rings being ſymbols of perpetuity, are 
therefore proper devices for this edifice—the electrical fire 
being eternally the ſame, and every thing in the univerſe 
without exception being full of it; and laſtly, the immenſe 
globes on the top, of gold and filver, allude to the ſun and 
moon being the greater and leſſer the male and the female 
lights, whoſe mingling rays and influences produce that 
pure, inviſible, vivifying—univerſal principle, which ant- 
mates and nouriſhes every thing in the world, whether it 
belongs to what is called the animal, the vegetable, or to 
the mineral kingdom : theſe globes therefore are very ex- 
prefſive of the greatneſs and univerſality of the benefits 
which accrue from the harmonious conjunction of theſe pri- 


mary or efficient elements combined in this temple, acting 
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en the three great medicines* contained in the globes, and 
which are now ſent to almoſt every capital town, and city 
in the world. 

Before I cloſe the ſketch of the apparatus in this room, 
1 muſt inform the curious and philoſophical reader, that 
while I can literally and viſibly draw down into the 
room confining, rendering not only harmleſs, but even 
very falutary, the lightning from the clouds of heaven —— 
while } can concentrate the beams of the ſun ; ſqueezing 
the various kinds of air into cloſe priſons, ſeparating, 
combining, gently diſmiſſing or expelling them with tre- 
mendous violence—ſo, likewiſe, I can exhibit the exact 
appearance of the forked lightning, and imitate with 
my machinery the horrible—the awful noiſe of the thunder 
ſtorm, ſo tremendouſly loud, that if fifty drums were beat 
at the ſame time in the room, they could be no more heard 
than if a bag of wool was ſtruck with a feather, and it is 
equally well known, that I can here not only equa], but 
even far exceed, with the electrical fire, &c. the beauty and 
the brilliance of any—even of the moſt glorious luminaries 
of heaven !—and this vivifying elementary L1GcuT, with 
which every thing that we are acquainted with in nature is 
full, like THAT of wis po as deſcribed in the ſacred writings, 
REVEr—NEVER GOETH OUT. | 

After enumerating ſome of the tremendous powers of 
electricity, it may not be amiſs to ſay a few words on the 
danger and fatal effects which may be produced by ſo migh- 
ty an agent in the hands of ignorant and raſh people. So 
very powerful an agent cannot be indifferent when applied 
to the human body; it muſt do conſiderable good or conſi- 
derable harm; ſtriking inſtances of both have repeatedly 
fallen under my obſervation. I tremble with apprehen- 
hon for my fellow creatures, when I ſee in almoſt every ſtreet 
in this great metropolis a barber—a ſurgeon, —a tooth-drawer 
—an apothecary, or a common mechanic turned electrical 
operator. How dangerous how ridiculous! muſt it be 
in moſt caſes to venture ſo curious—ſo complex and ſo de- 
licate a machine as the human body, and that too, even 
when diſeaſed, into ſuch hands to be ſhook, torn, and con- 
vulſed with the ignorant and improper application of this 
awful element ! 

For my own part, 1 have been taught by reaſon and by 
the moſt attentive obſervations in innumerable experiments 


on almoſt every ſubſtance in nature, and in a courſe of prac- 


tice in diſcaſes far more extenſive than that perhaps of 


* ELECTRICAL ETER, NERVOUS AETUERIAL BALSAM, 
and the IurERIAT PILLS, 
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any other man in the world, that electrical ſhocks onght 
ſeldom to be given, that partial frictions, ſparks, bruſh- 
ings with rich medicinal ſubſtances charged with elec- 
tricity, or pony pervading the whole ſyſtem I have 
been taught I ſay, that all violence is burtful-——_—_ 
with a copious tide of that celeſtial fire fully impregnated 
with the pureſt, moſt ſubtile, and balmieſt parts of me- 
dicines, which are extracted by, and flow ſoftly into the 
blood and nervous ſyſtem, with the electrical fluid. In 
thoſe caſes where ſhocks are abſolutely neceſſary, inſtead 
of charging bottles lined with tin foil or other groſs, im- 
pure, and perhaps arſnical metals, I have jars filled with 
loadſtones, ſulphur, quick-filver, the mildeſt yet moſt active 
medicinal ſubſtances from the animal, mineral, or vegeta- 
ble kingdoms :—theſe I charge with this celeſtial fire, and the 
owerful and ſalutary effluvia of antimony, aromatic oils, 
Peruvian, bark, caſtor, camphire, muſk, ambergreaſe, and 
the influences of electricity, air, medicines and magnetiſm, 
thus combined, are made to paſs through the whole 
or any particular part of the patient's body, giving what is 
called the shock. But, as I ſaid before, I generally prefer 
the effluvia of theſe genial, aromatic, balſamic, antiſpaſmo- 
die ſubſtances, or the effluvia of magnetic, aerial or æthe- 
rial eſſences, paſſing filently into the body, or confined to 
the ſeat or cauſe of the diſeaſe, while ſpaſmodic tenfions 
and ſtifneſſes are relaxed, and the tone of the nerves or 
muſcular fibres braced up, or invigorated, as the caſe re- 
quires, with properly adapted muſical vibrations, &c.—— 
From my earlieſt infancy, I loved the profeſſion of medi- 
eine; and after a regular claſhcal and medical education, 
| at the juſtly famous Univerſity of Edinburgh, I ſtill choſe 
to purſue the practice of medicine. 

The ſtructure and diſeaſes of the human body, the nature 
of the primary elements of which all things are compoſed 
—the qualities of rej ſubſtances, ſenſible and occult, 

Have therefore been my carly, regular and profeſhonal ſtudy. 
But very early in life I became exceedingly diſſatisfied with 
what is called the regular practice. I found it too trifling, 
abſurd, and ineffectual. Neither my maſters, my fellows, 
nor myſelf being able to cure great, vital, or inveterate 
diſeaſes, vexed and mortified me to the extfemeſt degree ;— 
__ * and ſome of my moſt eſteemed and moſt beloved friends 
_ dropping prematurely into the grave, drove me mad. I 
execrated the common practice of phyſic; in general. Every 
faculty of my ſoul and body was rouſed, and ſtung into 

new life and indignation;—and I conceived the great pro- 

ject of overturning and exploding the ordinary methods of 
treating moſt diſeaſes, external as well as internal, and of 


diſcovering and eſtabliſning more rational and more fſuc- 
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eeſsful methods of cure. Fired with the great idea,. 
reaſon, and philoſophy, or the good ſpirit of God ſuggeſted 
that conſtant regularity, moderation, tranquillity of mind 
and paſhons, and fimplicity in regimen, &c,—that fimple 
medicines, eſpecially thoſe of the vegetable tribe properly 
uſed, and the whole aſſiſted with nature's moſt powerful 


agents, viz, electricity, air, muſic and magnetiſm (for 


harmony is the band, the balmy ſoul of the univerſe) might rrE- 
VENT or CURE moſt, or all of the pains and diſeaſes to 

which the human body is liable; and, moreover, happil 
lengthen human life to the longeſt poſſible bod By 
vancing intellectual diſcipline, enlargement and elevation, 
of ſoul, and all the noble purſuits which are worthy the 

dignity of our rational nature- | 

Deeply impreſſed with theſe ideas and animated with the 
glorious proſpect, I reviſited my native country] traverſed 
every part of Great-Britain and Ireland for 1mprovement 
in philoſophy and medicine; and at length I travelled for 
many years into every part of the world where ſcience 
flouriſhed, or nature prevailed, perfecting my great ſyſtem 
of preventing and curing diſeaſes, with the view of illuminat- 
ing, expanding, ennobling, and elevating the rational ſoul of 
man and conſequently of rendering human exiſtence happier 
as well as longer in this tranſitory ſtate. How far I have 
ſucceeded in accompliſhing the great views which actuated 
my labours, is not for me to determine. The good and 
judicious part of the world can readily diſtinguiſh between 
true merit and pretended knowledge. I have at leaſt the ap- 
probation of my own mind—I am happy in what I have 
even now attained to, and in what I amdaily enabled to do 
for the benefit of my fellow-creatures. I ſay my fellow-crea- 
tures, becauſe my labours have not been undertaken with a 
view of benefitting my own country alone. By no means. 
I would moſt certainly benefit my native country in Joon 
rence to any other; but I have not a ſpark of that fort of 
patriotiſm which confines itſelf to Great-Britain and Ire- 
land. No. I have nobler and more extenſive aims. I love the 
inhabitants of theſe countries well, but I love the reſt of 
mankind much better“. For what is the number of the 
* Many people talk of our natural enemies! I know of 
none but diſeaſes, and moral evil; or, in other words, 
whatever tends to diſturb the animal economy, or ſubvert 
health, and thoſe who are tranſgreſſors againſt moral duties 
and obligations, and againſt the peace and happineſs of 
ſociety. Theſe indeed are our natural and worſt enemies ; 
but thoſe who talk of the French—the Laplanders or the 
Turks being our natural enemies, I confider them as little. 
I | better 
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men and women who crawl on the ſurface of theſe two 
iſlands, which are but two little ſpecks, when compared to 
better than natural ideots. The French and the Eng— 
liſh nations are allowed to be next each other in point of 
civilization the former being only a century before us in 
many things ; 5 then, ſhould two nations of beings of 
the ſame ſpecies, living next door as it were to each other, 
and both far advanced in refinement, be called natural 
enemies -I cannot bear the term, I loſe all patience when- 
ever I hear it; and I hear it too often. ; | 

This leads me to digreſs ſtill farther from my ſubject by 
expreſſing my aſtoniſhment that two of the moſt civilized, 
refined, and enlightened nations of men on the whole earth, 
ſituated nearly under the ſame point of the heavens — and 
both aiming at tle ſame point, viz. happineſs here, and 
hereafter !——the one governed by a Chriſtian Prince, 
and the other by a moſt Chriſtian King ! — how aſto- 
niſhing that they ſhould ſlaughter, rob, and diſtreſs each 
other, by every poſſible ſavage and infernal device 
murdering cach other with the promiſcuous carnage 
of thouſands and of tens of thouſands—— and that too, 
for the honor and glory of the God of Mercy and of 
Peace, or for a punctilio of what they call national 
honor ! 1 with that nations fighting — fired with a falſe. 
— a diabolical ambition — would at leaſt be more con- 
ſiſtent, and not call themſelves Chriſtians, or the followers 
of the meek and lowly Jeſus who expect eternal ſalva- 
tion through the merits and mediation of him who was 
indeed the Prince of Peace—and who commanded his fol- 
lowers to love one another——forbearing, and in honor 
preferring. one another. It is certainly ſavage or brutal 
enough, for man to fight with or ſlaughter creatures of 
different ſpecies from himſelf——and although individuals 
will ever commit depradations and violences on indivi- 
duals, yet NATIONS AT LARGE, (thoſe eſpecially of the 
ſame religion or rather thofe of any true religion at all) 
might very well live in peace and friendſhip with each 
other, I call all thoſe of the ſame religion whoſe hearts 
are warmed and melted with love and benevolence towards 
the whole human ſpecies-——and whoſe ſouls are humble 
and grateful towards God illuminated at the ſame time 
with enlarged ideas and apprehenſions of his infinitely 
tranſcendent wiſdom, power, goodneſs, and glory — The 
principal nations in the world are all agreed in the great 
efſential matters of morality and religion — why then 
Would they differ ſo bitterly about the little points and for- 
malities which no other being in the univerſe cares. one far. 
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the millions of human beings which ſwarm on all the othe® 
parts of the earth lt is not for my native country alonꝰ 
that I labour.—It is not for the preſent inhabitants of the 
world, for whom I intend ſoon to write; but it is for 
the whole human ſpecies,—in every part of the earth» 
and at every future period of time—even for the children 
of thoſe who ſhall be born a thouſand years hence. *Tis to 
them, and to their happineſs, that I dedicate my paſt and 
my future labours. | 

But to return; while I regret the multitudes of ignorant 
operators in electricity, and the equally ignorant, and far 
more numerous quacks and pretenders to the curing of 
diſeaſes, the — muſt at leaſt allow that a perſon wha has 
devoted his whole life to the ſtudy of the ſcience he profeſſes 
and who for many years has been conſtantlyconverſant in the 
application of electricity with the largeſt and moſt conve- 
nient apparatus in the world, and among perſons of eve 
rank, —it MUST be ſuppoſed—it Most be allowed that he is 
better acquainted with its nature and effects, and the ſalu- 
tary application of it in the cure of diſeaſes, as well as in 
philoſophical and chemical inveſtigations, than, perhaps, 
any other man in the world. 

I will now conclude the deſcription of the Apollo apart» 
ment with giving a ſketch of the three windows, which ap- 
pear like the beautiful ſtained glaſs of antiquity, diffuhng 
a mild luſtre—a ſolemn—a celeftial gloom over the whole 
apparatus, 

The deſigns are all of them attributes to the ſubjects of 
health and happineſs, temporal and eternal, and they are 
beautifully and moſt elegantly painted, by a capital artiſt, on 
the fineſt white ſilk, with the moſt vivid and moſt tranfparent 
colours. 'The windows reach from the floor to almoſt the 
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I hope that the time is not very diſtant, when all religi- 
ous perſecution ſhall ceaſe; when the darkneſs, pagean- 
tries and fooleries of the Church of Rome ſhall be done 
awa when the narrownets, the bitter and black dark- 
neſs of the Kirk of Scotland ſhall be diſperſed — and the 
lukewarmneſs, and trafficking temporalities of the Church 
of England, diſſipated and aboliſhed ——univerſal light and 
univerſal toleration prevailing and pervading men and wo- 
men of every rank and of every nation. 

As to wars, I know not what to ſay. But I could almoſt 
venture to prophecy that the time will come, though per- 
haps it 1s very diſtant, when the differences and intereſts 
of nations, and what 1s called the ballance of power, will 
be ſettled by leſs horrible leis unnatural leſs diabo- 
lical. means than fire and ſword, ruin and devaſtation— 
carnage---theft---depradatiou and murder ! 1 4 
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top of the ceiling ſo that when thrown open you can walk 
out on the noble balconies to enjoy the freſh atmoſpherical 
air, and the charming proſpects which opening and ſtretch- 
ing every 0 aggrandize the mind, ſweetly playing on the 
eager the aſtoniſhed eye. | 

Over the windows, on each fide of the great centre one, 
under magnificent carved and gilt cornices, hangs the cur- 
tain drapery of crimſon and gold, drawn up in feſtoons, 
with rich taſſels of the ſame depending with ſuperior 
elegance. The centre window 1s diſtinguiſhed by a grand 
arch with double cornices exquiſitely carved, and richly 
gilt, terminating with a vaſe at top, and a fine Egyptian 
ſphinx at cach end. 

Each window 1s divided into three columns, and each 
column into five panes of very large dimenſions; and on 
each window the figure of a beautiful crucifix is exhibited 
with the tranſparent paintings, I ſhall begin with the 
window eaſtward, for the houſe ſtands exactly caſt and weſt, 
fronting the ſouth. | 
On the loweſt centre pane then, appears the riſing ſun dif- 
fuſing the mild * of its morning light; and on the middle 
pane is marked the letter A. or Alpha. The riſing ſun, is 
emblematical of the beginning or morning of human life, and 
the white rays denote at once the innocence of that early 
period, and the purity, and uni verſal power of omnipotence 
from whom all things have their firſt eflence, knowledge, and 
ſpecific virtues. This letter is likewiſe expreſſive of the 
beginning of all things, being the firſt of the alphabet, and 
the firſt of the vowels, without which no word can be arti- 
culated, nor idea explained. 

Aſcending, on the ſecond pane, is repreſented a great al- 
tar, blazing with celeſtial or electric fire, in which is ſeen 
a living ſalamander; and on the entablature in the middle 
of the altar, a cock. The altar of electrical fire is appoſite 
to the deſign of the room; — the ſalamander, according to 
Ariſtotle and other naturaliſts, lives in and is nouriſhed by 
the fire; and the cock is an expreſſi ve ſymbol of that natural 
intelligence, that vigilance that anxious attention which 
ſo well becomes thoſe who undertake the cure of diſcales; 
and was uſually ſacrificed to Xſculapius the God of that no- 
ble—that uſeful art. Above this, on the third pane, ap- 
pears a fine figure of Hope, like a moſt beautiful woman, 
dreſſed in light green robes crowned with a garland of bud- 
ding flowers, and reſting her arm on an anchor, ſhe looks 
up with ſweet complacency towards the temple of Health. 
In the other hand the holds a medicinal cup, faſhioned like 
a flower in the bud, and inſcribed, ** saLUus POPULA,”' bs 
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Hope 1s one of the divine virtues—the great ſoftener of 
the various diſtreſles of life, and our chief tupport in fick- 
neſs. By this figure is finely expreſſed the cordial expecta- 
tion of that ſovereign ſublunary good, namely, health. The 
light green robes are the ſymbolic colour of this virtue; 
the garland of flowers in the bud are a pretty and juſt image 
of the ſubject, for had they been full blown there would be 
no future expectation. She reſts upon a great anchor to 
denote that as the anchor 1s the ſhip's ſecurity from danger 
in the troubled and tempeſtuous ocean, ſo is hope the 
anchor of the human ſoul in the day of diſtreſs, and in the 
hours of ſickneſs ; and the ſacred ſcriptures moſt beautifull 
aſſure us, that by faith in Jeſus Chriſt, ſimplicity of life, 
and holineſs of heart, we caſt our anchor ſafe even within 
the veil, for eternity. 

At the top of this pane, in the centre over this charmin 
figure, appears a beautiful medallion in relief, with a fine 
head of that liberal and moſt magnanimous Princeſs, Catha- 
rine the Great! Empreſs of all the Ruſſias. 

Aſcending ſtill, on the fourth pane, is a fine repreſenta» 
tion of the temple of health; in the midſt of which ſtands a 
comely youth eloathed in a golden veſtment, with a ſapphire 
on his breaſt, and a torch of the celeſtial fire in his hand, 
About the temple, to partake of its healing influences, 
crowd a number of votarics, labouring under various diſ- 
eaſes. The golden veſtment and the lighted torch, denote 
durability, life and health, as well as the purity and excel- 
lence of the electrical fire, whoſe quantity, luſtre, or ef- 
fects, like the communication of knowledge or the illumi- 
nation of the mind, is not leſſed or dimned by imparting 
light, health and ſtrength to millions;—and the precious 
ſapphire at his breaſt, being the colour of the clear ſky, 
indicates—the joyous tranquillity—the lightſome ſerenity, 
which good health diffuſes over the ſoul and body of thoſe 
who rationally and thankfully poſſeſs it. 

A ſick perſon is ſeen laying on the road to the temple 
with a ſerpent biting his left breaſl, and an extinguithed 


torch by his fide: this laſt denotes the abſence of health and 


of all pleaſure“; as the former does the preſence of torture,

*I am aſtoniſhed to think how inſenſible healthy people 
are of the great bleſſing they enjoy. Even thoſe who have 
been afflicted with ſevere illneſſes, on recovery, ſeem to for- 
get all. lt is cuſtomary after ſickneſs to ſend cards of 
thanks to our friends for their kind enquiries : I hope it is 
no leſs cuſtomary to offer up thankſgivings for ſuch merciful 
deliverances to a higher ſhine !

tcenes which every day preſent themſelves of fecble creep- 
ing

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anguiſh, and excruciating pain. One appears to be leaning 
on a reed, which indicates the inſufficiency of moſt earthly 
props, but eſpecially of what 1s called the regular medical 
Practice in the cure of fatal and confirmed diſzaſes. Ano- 
ther of the ſick perſons, while he ſeems to heſitate whether 
he ſhall approach the temple, 1s ſurprized by the ſnapping 


of a ſlender thread which in his hand had ſuſpended a ball 
of very thin glaſs, —implying, that heſitation and delay 


may be attended with fatal conſequences; the thread of 
life being ſo eaſily ſnapt, and the brittle ball irrecoverably 


broken. 


Others of the groupe are ſeen ſitting chained at a diſ- 
tance tho' weak and languid ——denoting that ſome ſick 
and diſeaſed people are obſtinate and incredulous; while 
others are prevented from applying for cure by the in- 
fluence of the faculty, or the covetouſneſs of their friends, 
At a diſtance are ſeen ſome young people of both ſexes, on 
a flowery meadow interſperſed with bee-hives: among the 
gay and tweet flowers are concealed thorns, aſps, and ſer— 
pents, with a label on the ground in Greek characters from 
Anacreon, importing that Cupid often mixes gall with 
honey.

ing ſkeletons, to whom a graſs-hopper 1s a burthen, —of 
throbbing, dumb-heavy-excruciating rheumatiſms---of pa- 
ralytic tremors and totterings;—of the gouty bars of red 
hot iron ſtimulations and tortures ;—of the cold numb- 
neſſes, agonizing ſtrainings and ſharp thrillings and grind- 
ings of the ſtone and gravel, inceſſantly returning; —of the 
panting and ſtrugglings ofthe ſuffocated and choaked up aith- 
matic;—of the ſhivering, burning, coughing, ſhort breathed 
emaciated confumptive,---melting, putrid, and poſting down 
with gigantic yet unpercci ved ſtrides to the grave; theſe, and 
many other melancholy ſcenes, one would think, would 
make the healthy, the caſy and the ſtrong, glow and burſt 
with gratitude and thankfulneſs for the enjoyment of that 
greateſt ſublunary bleſhng: and inſtead of wantonly iport- 
ing with what is found ſo precious when loſt or when pro- 

erly valued, —inſtead of deſtroying health, and cutting 
thort their days, by gormandizing, drunkenneſs, and all 
manner of enervating and debilitating vices and indulgences, 
—one would think that we ſhould be continually bleſling 
God, and doing every thing 1n our power to ſecure the pot- 
ſeſſion of that ſweeteſt and moſt valuable of all bleſſings :— 
for without health, riches and honors are vain and trouble- 
ſome ;—fame unſatisfactory ;—beauty fades, —defire fails 
and even virtue and religion themſelves ſeem to retire into 
.a cold ſhade! 
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At a great diſtance from the temple, and behind the troop 
of diſeaſed objects, many of whom appear in ruſty tattered 
garments, is diſcovered a cypreſs broken and withering 
which being a baleful tree, denotes diſeaſe, mourning and 
deſpair. They walk on ivy which 1s a deſtructive plant, 
generally to be ſeen about old conſuming trees, or totter- 
ing decayed buildings. The ruſty coloured garments allude 
to diſeaſes and bad health tarniſhing and defacing beauty, 
deſirableneſs, and every thing elſe about their unhappy 
victims. Over the temple ſhine the moon and ſtars with 
vivid and reſplendent light; alluding to the power of the 
planets upon this earth, and on one another, but more 
particularly to their influence on the human body. 

On the two panes to the right and left of the fourth juſt 


now deſcribed, are two vencrable buſts, one of Hippocrates: 


the immortal Father of Phyſic, and the other of the great 
Galen. | 

The whole of the fifth pane which is the uppermoſt in the 
central column, and which completes the croſs, is irradiated 
with a celeſtial glory! and inſcribed with three Hebrew 
words, which, incapable of being tranilated, or of being 
properly explained, remain unchanged, the fame in all 


the languages in the world. This is a curious fact known 


perhaps but to few, 
HALLTLVUIAH! JEHOVAHY!!! Aurx! 


It is ſaid that great Emperors have commanded pro- 
clamation to be made over the world, that he who could 


give a ſatisfactory interpretation of thoſe three words 


ſhould be rewarded with a whole province. Under the' 
words is ſeen an antique vaſe, out of which aſcends a pure 
and holy flame, and on the ground at bottom are ſeen a 
tun flower and a white lily. 

The glory which 1s here humbly and very faintly mani- 
felted the inſcription and the holy flame are at once 
ſo tremendous and ſo ſublime ſo occult and ſo obvious, 

* Come, then, Ah come! O ſacred HEALTH ! 
The monarch's bliſs !---the beggar's wealth; 
The ſeas'ning of all good below, 

The ſovereign friend in joy or woe. 

O thou! moſt courted, moſt deſpiſed, 

And but in abſence duly priz'd ; 

Root of the ſoft and roſy face ! 

The vivid pulſe---each charm---each grace! 
The ſpirits when they gaveſt thine,

that divine enthuſiaim, that ſupreme bleſſedneſs, that holy 


expanſion, elevation, and illumination of ſoul which at— 
tends the rational, habitual and enlarged adoration of the 
Deity ! for his infinitely tranſcendent wiſdom, power, good- 
neſs, and glory! — and the white flames which aſcend 
from the vaſe ſignify that he ſhould be praiſed with ſimpli- 
city and purity of heart, and illumination of ſoul. Tur 
SUN FLOWER WHICH OPENS AND TURNS CONTINUALLY TO 
THE SUN, denotes that the enlightened mind of a Phy- 
ſician or Philoſopher, ſhould be continually turning with 
humility, gratitude, love and adoration towards the eternal 
ſource of all things! and the white lily 1s meant to expreſs 
the meckneſs, purity, and integrity of thoſe who really 
are under the benign and happy influences of the Spirit of 
that moſt gracious Being who directs us to the means of 
health and of happineſs, by infuling ſuch comfortable por- 
tions of intellectual light into the faculties of the human 
ſoul when aſſiduouſly and religiouſly cultivated, 

The other eight panes of this window are painted all of 
he ſame ſoft vivid colour, in order to exhibit diſtinctly 
the elegant and very pleaſing figure of the croſs or crucifix 
in the centre. | | 

I ſhall for a moment paſs by the great centre window 
and deſcribe that on the left, weſtward : on the loweſt 
centre pane of which, we have a mild appearance of the 
fetting ſun; and over that is inſcribed Omega, the laſt 
letter of the Greek Alphabet. As the riſing Sun on the 
firſt mentioned pane of the window Eaſtward, allegorically 
repreſented the beginning of our days, ſo does the ſetting 
Sun at the bottom of this weſtern window mark the end 
of life; the firſt and laſt Greek letters alluding to the 
Omnipotent Jehovah ! being the Eternal Alpha and Omega! 
the beginning, ſupport, and end of all things! 

On the pane above 1s repreſented a great altar of vital 
fire, burning with pure lambent flames over which is 
inſcribed VEesTaA *. This altar is a companion to that on 
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* Veſta, among the ancient mythologiſts, ſignified fire, or 
that pure—chaſte—ſacred flame which pervades not only 
the human body, but univerſal Nature. In honour of 
this vital vivifying principle, a perpetual fire was kept-in a 
temple at Rome when in her higheſt glory; and attended 
day and night by the ſpotleſs veſtal virgins, who were buried

che ſame line of the other window. On the entablature of 
tic altar appears an owl; which is the acknowledged em- 
blem of wiſdom and penetration, and is ſacred to the 
goddeſs Minerva. This bird, as it ſees in the dark, is a very 
proper attribute to the ſubject, and denotes that a natural 
lively ſagacity, and penetrating ſhrewdneſs, are of the 
greateſt uſe in medical practice, whiclt is in fact a dith- 
cult, intricate, and often but a conjectural art. | 
Aſcending, on the third pane, is a molt beautiful figure 
of Wiidom, dreſied in white robes, with rays of Itght 
from her temples, and a ruby at her breaſt: ſhe is ſeated 
on a rock, with a lamb on one fide, and her arm reſting 
on ſome books on the other, ncar which are ſeen au owl 
znd a cock, | 
Minerva was the goddeſs of wiſdom, and the patroneſs 
of thoſe ſciences which render men uſeful to ſociety, and 
entitle them to the eſteem of \ poſterity. This fine figure is 
very properly placed under the temple of virtue which ap- 
pears on the pane above, becauſe the Egyptians of old, 
and Solomon the wiſe King reckoned wiſdom the mother 
of virtue“. The white robes are expreſſive of purity, 
wiſe council, and divine favour : the bright and ſparkling 
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he extinguiſhed, This fire had no ſimilarity to the terti- 
le, ſcorching, blazing fire of Vulcan's forge ;—no analogy 
to the intempcrate, impure, and all conſuming flames of 
Venus; but were expreſhve of that pure, mild, benign 
flame which at once illuminates the mind, and feeds the 
vital lamp. The pure-elementary-ele&ric flame which on 
this altar is repreſented, —1s ſo neceſſary for all animal 
bodies, that life cannot ſubſiſt one moment without it. 
When that dies, life itſelf is extinguiſhed, It is ſimple and 
liomogene: it therefore burns brighteſt and longeſt, when 
cently fanned by pure cool air, and moderately fed by * 
imple and homogeneous food and drink. Thus nourithed, N. 
thus refreſhed—it will cheriſh, bedew, and illuminate the ©; 
human body with health, ſerenity and joy for at leaft an N 
hundred years. | mn 
* King Solomon's deſcription of wiſdom in the Apoct y- | 
pha is ſupremely beautiful. Know, ſays he, that wifdom #44 
1s the daughter of God. — She 1s the breath of his power, | 
—the pure and almighty influence that flows eternally from 17 
his tranſcendent glory. She is the brightneſs of the ever- ug 
laſting light—far more beautiful than the Sun—above all 
the orders of ſtars—and being compared with hght, ſhe 1s 
found before it, for aftcr this cometh night, but the rays 
Of VER glory never fade away. :

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jewel at her breaſt, denotes at once honour, eminence, and 
a chearful contented mind. The rays of light from her 
temples are emblems of illumination of ſoul, dignity of 
deſcent, and ſanctity of manners. The rock upon which the 
fits implies ſolidity, ſteadineſs, and intellectual ſtrength. 
The lamb is the ſymbol of humility, meekneſs, and inno- 
cence: the books expreſs knowledge, and the owl and 
cock were ſacred to Minerva—the latter implying vigilance, 
and the former being the emblem of wiſdom. 

At the top of the pane, immediately between the figure 
of wiſdom and the temple of virtue, depends a medallion 
with a fine head in relief of our moſt Gracious Queen ! 
over the medal hovers a dove ſurrounded with rays of light 
—ſignifying the celeſtial influence of every domeſtic and 


every royal virtue, when in an aſcending chmax—in one 


bright conſtellation—they ſhune from a throne upon an ad- 
miring world with mingled and with ſteady rays, 

Still higher, on the fourth pane, is a fine repreſentation 
of the temple of virtue. It is uniform, and in a line with 
the temple of health on the eaſt window; intimating that a 
virtuous courſe of life is by far the moſt conducive to good 
health. This temple is ornamented with the roſe—the 
lily—the olive---and the myrtle---and on the top of it is 
an eagle. 'Theſe ornaments denote the peaceful tranquil- 
lity---the genial health---the blooming and moſt cordial 
hopes of celeſtial glory which even in this life attend the 
truly virtuous ;---{moothing their paths---accelerating their 
intellectual progreſs, and brightning their future proſpects, 
« like the morning light which ſhineth more and more unto 
the perfect day !''——The eagle on the top is expreſhve of 
loftineſs and elevation of ſentiment and of views, becauſe 
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I loved her therefore and ſought her out from my youth; 
I deſired to make her my ſpouſe, prefering her to iceptres 
and thrones, and eſteeming riches nothing in compariſon of 
her. Neither compared I unto her any precious ſtone,

this bird is ſaid to have ſo acute---ſo penetriting---and ſo 


ſtrong a ſight as to look at the brighteſt ſun without being 
dazzicd : for theſe and for other reaſons which I need not 
ſuggeſt to my ingenious and enlightened reader——the 
eagle is here a very expreſhve appendage. 
At the bottom of the pane weſtward is a funeral urn, 
with a phenix encircled with a ſerpent upon it, with its 
tail in its mouth, and the following motto — G anudens cum 
pace reſur go! Rejoicing, I ſhall riſe in peace ! The 
phenix which is ſaid to riſe renewed from its athes is a type 
of immortality; and the circular ſerpent with the tail in 
its mouth is the known emblem of eternity. All theſe to- 
gether are intended to intimate, that, although the moſt 
virtuous die as well as the wicked, yet the former are 
ſupported through life with that' peace, that ſweet and 
ſacred peace, which palleth all ſenſual underſtanding— 
and cheared at the hour of death with the ſweet hope— 
the cordial aſſurauce that when this frail hutk—this 
perithable outward covering ſhall drop ofl—then ſhall 
the imperiſhable germ—the glorious body ſo beautifully 
and ſo philoſophically mentioned by Saint Paul, ſpring 
up! They are certain that the covering of the im- 
martal ſeed (as that excellent naturaliſt Monſ. Bonct 
properly and emphatically calls it) peixſhes, but they are 
likewiſe aſſured that the germ ſubſiſts, and that it will for 
ever vegetate! They are therefore under no improper 
concern for this groſs foldage under which they crawl on 
the earth, and which they muſt ſhortly caſt oft---ſeparated 
tor ever from corruption---they are firmly perſuaded that 
the incorruptible part---the ætherial foul ſhall flouriſh ; 
and that whatever hath been with-held from their terreſtrial 
perfection, they ſhall amply obtain under the economy 
and emanations of glory, — We may ſuppoſe then that 
the reſurrection will only conſiſt in a prodigiouſly rapid 
unfolding of the etherial—the immortal germ which now 
actually lies hid in this groſs periſhable ſubſtance—in this 
vile animal body of fin and death, which divine revelation 
oppoſes to the ſpiritual, glorious, and incorruptible body 
which ſhall ariſe when this drops off. And could not the 
infinitely wiſe, the infinitely powerful, and infinitely good 
creator and preſerver of the univerſe who pre-ordained all Ee- 
129gs from the beginning, who originally incloſed and wrapt 
up the plant in the ſeed, the butterfly in the catterp:llar--- 
future generation in preſent ones, could he not compriſe 
the ſpiritual body in the animal ?——Revelation informs 
as that he has done ſo; and the well-known parable of the 
wed is the moſt expreſſive and philoſophical emblem: ©: 
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this wonderful pre-ordination: — well, then, may the 
votaries of virtue and of vital religion cry out in death, 
& Gaudens cum pace reſurgo !“ Rejoicing, I ſhall riſe in 
Peace ! 

As on the panes on each fide of the temple of health on 
en the other window, are painted buſts of the moſt illuſtri- 
ous of the ancient phyſicians, Hippocrates and Galen----ſo 
on the right of the temple of virtue in this window 1s ex- 
hibited the head of Boerhaave, and on the left that of Sy- 
denham, two of the greateſt and moſt ingenuous among the 
moderns. | 


| The upper pane, being the fifth, and which completes 
- the croſs, exhibits exactly the ſame emblematic and ſublime 
device, as its companion the top pane of the other win- 
dow ; and indeed the ityle of both the windows on each 
ſide of the center one, correſpond with the moſt regular 
variation, and in the moſt: pleaſing and moſt harmonious 
manner. ; 9 | 
On the loweſt panc of the third--the great center win- 
dow, my family arms are emblazoned. Above them on 
each ſide, appear the level, the ſquare, and other enſigns 
of maſonry, grouped together wit! Wings inſinuating 
that I have the honour of being a member of that molt 
ancient and honourable body; and alluding likewiſe to the 
method, regularity, exactneſs, and ron fþ which a mul- 
tiplicity of important buſineſs requires. 
The two panes at the ſides of this lower one, of the cen- 
tre window, as well as the tide lower pancs of the other 
two windows, exhibit a fine appearance of green and 
flowery meadows, with a fine river from corner to corner, 
ſweetly gliding thro' the charming ſcene; and over the 
whole a ſerene ſky. The verdant plain which delights and 
refreſhes the eye, 1s an emblem of Hope and of Health---25 
well as of the ſalubrious efieRs of exerciſing“ on Nature's 
carpet---and under the ſublime canopy the has 1o amply 
jtretched out. | 
The element of water was repreſented by the ancients 
with a crown and ſceptre, as it was reckoned to have do- 
minion over the other thrce, and as being the moſt friend! 
and moſt eſſential to animal as well as to vegetable life. 
Heſiod the Greek poet ſays, beautifully, that it difiolves 
the earth, extinguiſhes fire, aſcends above the air, and fall- 
ing down upon the earth, cauſes every thing in the world 
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te grow, Hence it was held in fo much veneration among? 
the ancients, that it was uſed for their moſt ſolemn oaths, 


according to the 6th Book of Virgil's Aneid, and it is con- 


firmed by Tomaſo Tomai's Idea of the Garden of the 


World, cap. 24. 


On the ſecond central pane of the middle window—— 
fine figures repreſenting electrical fire, air, and magnetiſin 
are moſt beautifully exhibited. The whole group-1s in al- 


tifion to theſe three great principles being the different: 
faculties as it were of the anima mundi, or material ſoul of 
the univerſe——pervading, ſupporting, and vivifying ail 
created things“. 

The fine female figure which is the principal, and which 
repreſents Electra, or the goddeſs of the pure elementary 
fire of the philoſophers, fits on the clouds, and is cloathed 
with light: ſhe holds in one hand a bundle of electric fire 
to ſubdue and kill diſeaſes, and in the other a cenſer of 
the ſame moderated, lambent and genial, inſcribed Sanitas, 
or health, and in which ſports a ſalamander, On her 
breaſt ſhe wears a very large diamond in a circle of gold 
to denote the ſuperior luſtre the ſupreme excel- 
lency and the cternal duration of the mighty and ſalu- 
brious influences, of electricity, magnetiſm, and vivifving 
air—as well as the high degree of uſefulneſs to which F 
have brought them in the cure of the moſt invetcrate and 
therto untractable diſeaſes. 

This charming figure is ſeated on the clouds, and 
cloathed in the white robes of light, to denote that that 
portion of elementary fire which accumulates and is car- 
ried about in the air, is moſt conſpicuouſly ſeen in flaſli- 
ing from cloud to cloud; and-to denote likewiſe the high 
value of that health which the judicious application of 
it diſpenſes. She is in the attitude of looking upward ! 
which indicates that we ought conſtantly to look up, and 
depend for knowledge and direction in every thing we un- 
dertake, upon HIM! who is the ſource and perfection of 
all wiſdom, power, life and goodneſs ! 

Notwithſtanding the radiant effulgence of the electrical 
light, as here exhibited, appears very great, yet a fort of 
zolden veil fpreads over the whole, ſeeming at the ſame 
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Deum namque ire per omnes — 
Terraſque tractuſque maris, celumque proſundum, & e. 
Pr ineipio eœlum & terras, campoſque liquentis, 
Lucentemque globum lunz Titaniaque Aſtra 
Spiritus intus alit; totamque infuſa per Artus 
Mens agitat Molem, & magno ſe corpore miſcet.

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time to obſcure and to heighten its brilliancy and ſtupen- 
dous glory -The former alludes to the groſs ignorance, 
fatal errors, and ſuperſtitious abſurdities of the old prac- 
tice of phyſic being now happily corrected and diſperſed 
by the important diſcoveries and improvements which of 
late years have been made in medicine, and in moſt 
branches of philoſophy ; and the golden veil implies that 
theſe three great agents are ſtili, comparatively, but very 
imperfectly known to us, and that ſome of their greateſt 
and moſt wonderful appearances and properties are as vet 
bid, and will perhaps ſor ever remain ſo, from the bodily 
as well as from the intellectual eye of mortals. 

On the pane to the right of that juſt now deſcribed, 
is Exhibited the figure of Health; and on the other to the 
leſt, are,dimly and at a diſtance ſeen, the figures of Diſeaſe 


and Death. The former, or the art of medicine, which 


ought to have experience for its foundation and tupport? 
is allegorically repretented by the figure of a reſpectable 
matron} dreſſed in green, the ſymbohe colour of hope—as 
it promiſes health to the ſick. In the left hand the holds a 
knotty ſtaff with a ſerpent twiſted round it; and at the 
right is a cock. Ihe knotty ſtaff indicates the difficulties 
that occur in the ſtudy and practice of phyſic—the ſerpent 
was conſecrated to Aiculapius, and was eſteemed of great 
uſe in medicine by the Greeks and Romans ;—and the cock 
is the emblem of vigilance. The genial rays from the fun 
which appear over her head, denote the influence of thi: 
glorious luminary on tle human body, and on the herbs 
and other ſubſtances uſed in medicine. 

On the pane to the left, Death 1s ſeen at a diſtance, and 
appears ready to ſtrike a diſcaſed victim—an object meagre, 
wretched, helplcſs ! 


— Many are the ſhapes of death, 


And many are the ways that lead to his grim cave.

On the centre pane of the great centre window is exhi- 
bited a moſt divine figure of Apollo !—the fabulous God of 
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per varios uſus artem experientla fecit, 
Exemplo monſtrante viam.

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Medicine and Muſic, and the father of Eſculapius. He js 
painted in a fitting poſture to denote the quiet and cafy 
repoſe of thoſe who are in health, and he leans on his harp 
to thew, 1ſt, that he bears rule in heaven where all is kar- 
mony ; 2dly, that the ſpheres and every thing in the uni- 
verſe, agreeable to the fir/t great principles and laws inter- 
woven with their nature, move on with the moſt perfect 
harmony and regularity, unalterably the ſame in every age; 
—and, laſtly, that on earth muſical ſounds compoſe the 
mind, refreſh the ſpirits, caſe pain, and reſtore health. 

Over Apollo is ſeen a ſigure of Victory crowning him 
after he had ſlain, the ſerpent Python, (which lies dead at 
his feet) the devourer of the human race. The vanquiſhed 
ſerpent is repreſented with wings, to denote the terrible 
ſwiftneſs and uncxpectedneſs with which diſeaſes frequently 
come upon mankind ;—and the exceeding brightneſs of the 
light which ſurrounds Apollo, is meant to ſignify the 
power with which true religion, liberality, and ſcience 
diſſipates the diſhonourable ſhades of prieſt-craft, quackery, 
ignorance and ſuperſtition, ; 

At the top of this centre pane, over the figure of victory 
(in a line with the medals of the Empreſs of Ruſſia and 
the Queen on the other windows) depends a medallion 
in relie vo, with a head of our moſt Gracious Sovereign, his 
preſent Majeſty ! 

Still higher, on the fourth pane, the king's arms are ſully 
and moſt beautifully emblazoned—-over which appears the 
celeſtial crown with the motto © ALTIORA PETO!”? 

On the pane to the right of the Britiſh arms, emblems 
of commerce—of the ſciences—and of the arts, are very 
expreſhvely delincated ;—and the other pane to the left ex- 
hibits a noble group of martial arms, bound together with 
red and white ribbons; and on the top a heart encireled 
with laurel and olive branches. The arms bound firmly 
together with one heart at the top of them, denote the 
luſtre and 1avincible ſuperiority of the Britiſh arms, when 
under the happy influence of public and private virtue, 
confidence in adminiſtration, and of unanimity in councils 
and exertions. The white and rofſe-coloured ribbons are 
emblems of love and innocence—but the love here meant, 
is far ſuperior to ſenſual love, and ſuperior even to the 
boaſted amor patric: it is that which, ſupported by inte- 
grity, melts with benevolence to the whole human ipecies 
while it is ennobled by thoſe liberal and exalted appre- 
henſions of the Deity, which we acquire by frequent—aſſt- 
duous, and reverential views of his works and govern— 


ment in the natural as well as in the moral world! — The 
laurel and olive branches which crown the whole, allude 
co 
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to the ſweet recompence of a glorious war, and to the 
flourithing ſtate of commerce, arts, and ſciences in times 
of peace and general tranquillity. 

On the panes above the two laſt deſcribed, are ſeen 
twinkling in mild eſſulgence, the diſtant ſtars the moon 
alſo—and ſome of the other planets which compoſe our 
lolar ſyſtem. They give a ſolemnity to the ſcene, at the 
tame time intimating their powerful influence on human 
bodies, as well as on the terraqueous globe we inhabit. 

On each of the three windows is deſcribed the figure of 
a crucifix, by the harmony of the ſubjects and defigns, and 
by the uniformity of the ground-work colouring of the 
ſurrounding panes. This figure was choſen becaule it ex- 
ccedingly delights the eye, and becauſe the croſs is the 
eſtabliſhed enſign of our moſt holy Chriſtian Religion. 
The three croſics thus ſtanding each on a rock on the bot- 
tom panes, are expreſſive of the ſtability, and cordial ſo- 
lidity upon which the faith and hopes of a true Chriſtian 
tre founded; and 1 ſhall now conclude theſe ſketches with 
attempting to give my reader an idea of the higheſt pane 
of this centre window, which, with the top ones of the 
other two windews, form the moſt heautiful, moſt inſti uc- 
tive, and moſt magnificently glorious picture or leſions 
that can be conceived, or attended to, 

As the riſing and the ſetting ſun on the loweſt panes of 
the windows to the eaſt and weſt of this centre one, were 
emblematic of the morning and the evening of human life, 
ſo the ſun blazing in its meridian ſplendor on this higheſt 
centre pane of the centre window, alludes to the zenith 
or ardent high noon of our mortal exiſtence, The whole 
of the pane is filled with the glory or celeſtial Iight — the 
centre exhibiting an equilateral triangle, which is the uſual 
ſymbol of the Trinity, and in the midſt of the triangle in 
the original Hebrew characters, the word JEHOVAH 15 
inſcribed. The uniform ſteady whiteneſs of the centre of 
the light, implies that the GREAT SOURCE is ſpotleſs, pure 
and permanent; and the yellowiſh diſcoloured appearance 
of ſome of the rays which proceed from it, ſhew that in 
ſome points of view, or by paſſing through certain me— 
diums, the divine emanations or diſpenſations ſeem, to us 
ignorant and ſhort ſighted mortals, to militate againſt the 
wiſdom, goodneſs, and eſſential purity of the Deity !—— 
and againſt the equity and goodneſs of his moral govern- 
ment. At the bottom of the pane under the great lumt- 
nous triangle is written AD MAJOREM DEI GLORIAM 
or in more familiar words, LET THERE BE ON EARTH 
PEACE, BENEVOLENCE, AND GOOD WILL AMONG MEN,— 
AND GLORY To GoD IN THE HIGHEST: » 
| 4 ¹ 
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On the landing- place, above the ſuite of apartments al- 
ready deſeribed, in the centre of the great ſtairs, is placed 
a large fine toned organ, with the ujual variety of ſtops, 
This organ, a couple of clarionettes, a couple of mellifluous 
German flutes, and one of the ſweeteſt female voices in 
England, compole my band of medical muſe. For the 
powerful and moſt ſalutary effects of which, I refer my 
reader to my treatiſe on the effects of muſie on the human 
mind and body, and its influence in the prevention and 
cure of diſeaſee, inſerted in my General State of Medical 
and Chirurgical Practice. 

The winding ſtaircaſe is terminated at top with a mag- 
niſicent glaſs dome, which while it ſteadily lights the 
whole, is extremely favourable to the muſic ; indeed there 
is nothing to deaden or obſtruct the ſounds; for the ſonor- 
ous metal baluſtrades, the poliſhed mahogany rails, and 
the ſtuccoed walls painted in oil, undulates and reverbe- 
rates the ſounds in the cleareſt, ſweeteſt, and moſt diſtinct 
manner ;—and the muſic gallery is ſo well contrived as to 
fill every room 1n the houſe with ſuch melodious ſounds 
and modulations as are ſuited to the various caſes, com- 
plexions and conſtitutions, which daily ſolicit my atten» 
t10N. 


To the right of the orcheſtre, in the front of the houſe, 


is a ſpacious and delightful room, in which among other 
parts of the apparatus here fitted up, is a completely in- 
inlated magnetico-clectrical bed, —the firſt and only one 


that now 1s or ever was in the world. In the room adja- 


cent, which is my library, a great cylinder is fitted up 
which produces the celeſtial fire, which when impregnated 
with the balmy vivifying effluvia of reſtorative medicines, 
and oriental eſſences, paſſes along proper velilels incloſed 
in maſly glaſs tubes, &c. through the partition wall, 

To the left of the orcheſtre are ſome very commodious 
lodging rooms. On the ſixth or attic ſtory, beſides lodging 
rooms, there is a large reſervoir or ciſtern of very tine 
water, connected with large boilers, and commodious 
baths, cold or warm, ſimple or medicated, of various ſizes, 
for children as well as for grown perſons. 

In order to complete the iketch of the apparatus, it may 
not be amiſs to mention that ſome parts of it are fo curt- 
ouſly contrived as to be portable in my chariot of buſineſs, 


A ſmall but very powerful electrical and magnetic appara- 


tus is ſo ingenioully conſtructed as to fit in, to the right 
under the ſeat ; on the left is placed a caſe with various 
veilels, tubes, &c. for the production, conſervation, and 
application of fixed, nitrous, dephlogifticated, ztherial and 
vivifying air ;—and in the centre is a ſmall medicine cheſt, 
with ſuch powerful and precious medicines, &c, as I uſe 
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in dangerous and deſperate caſcs. The whole carriage, 
within and without, is the workmanſhip of ſome of the 
firſt artiſts in Europe. It is an elegant crane neck, con- 
trived to run very ſmoothly on account of the apparatus: 
—it is lined with blue velvet and painted in the moſt 
maſterly ſtyle. On one door appear ſundry diſeaſed per- 
ions offering incenſe to a ſtatue of Æſculapius. On the 
front paunel, Æſculapius introduces the ſick votaries to 
the blooming goddeſs of Health. On the other door he 
leads them onward, preſenting them to the goddeſs of Joy 
and Pleaſure ; and on the back pannel, a beautiful figure 
of victory is ſeen crowning Apollo the god of phyſic! and 
the father of Æſculapius, after he had flain the ſerpent 
Python—the devourer of the human race. On the fide 
pannels are grouped the emblems of the ſciences under 
drapery of purple and gold, with wreaths or garlands of 
flowers moſt exquiſitely coloured from nature, among which 
are introduced medallions with the family arms, creſt, &e, 
The paintings, the japaning, and the gildings are fo 
completely done with the high tranſparent French varniſh, 
and ſo highly poliſhed as to give to the whole the appear. 
ance of the moſt brilliant plate glafs. | 

Thus, have 1 bad the honour of exhibiting to my conr- 
teous and intelligent reader, a general yet very inadequate 
ſketch of my medico-clectrical apparatus to complete 
which ſeveral thouſand pounds have been expended, and 
ftill many more thouſands in acquiring the full knowledge 
of its application in the prevention and cure of diſeaſes. 
After what hath been ſaid it may be unneceſſary to men- 
tion that the moſt precious treaſures of nature and of art 
have contributed to its formation and embelliſhment, even 
Mr. Cox's ſtupendous Muſeum itſelf—very Ilargely—and I 
flatter myſelf that it will be found to do honour to this 
learned age, and to that Queen of Iflands upon which 1 


have the happineſs to live: —in one word, to complete 


this aſtoniſhing aſfemblage of healing influences, and to 
ive it the pre-eminence it has acquired over every thing 
of the kind that ever appeared *, or perhaps ever was 


* Moſt of the electrical apparatus which I have ſeen in 
the world, when compared with this, are mean, awkward, 
and contemptible; but at the ſame time good enongh for the 
childiſh, nonſenſical tricks that are generally played with 
them: eſpecially in the public lectures or exhibitions of 
electrical experiments: on the contrary, the apparatus 
which I have had the honour of conſtructing, daily proves 
itſelf worthy of ranking among the moſt valuable of all 
the acquiſitions, which in ancient or in modern times have 
enriched medicine, or dignified the healing art. 
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thought of, the four quarters of the globe have been ran- 
ſacked, and the four elements themſelves, air, earth, fire 
and water have been courted fo as ſeemingly to blend or 
even alter the immut Wility of their reſpective nature 
living impriſoned, jaring and reluctant, —or dying in 
tortures ou a human rack — acquiring new powers, or 
aſſuming new natures in the mighty the tremendous 
conflicts! thus ſubjecting as it were, NATURE herſelf— 
to Man! 
In deſcribing the apparatus in the apartment, No. III, 

ſacred to harmony and contemplation religious and phi- 
loſophical) I mentioned a very large Bible being placed 
on a pedeſtal at the top of the room. Agreeable to what 
I then promiſed I will conclude the book, with mention- 
ing the purpoſe for which the Bible is here placed. It 
is for one of the moſt uſcful—moſt decent and moſt cordial 
of all purpoſes ;—namely, for family worſhip ! As my 
whole time, as well as the time of each individual in my 
family is devoted entirely to buſineſs, we go to bed at as early 
an hour as poſſible, and we are called up every morning 
of the year at five o'clock, by a bell, which is rung by the 
watchman, who is ſtationed at the door. By half paſt five the 
whole family is afſembled in this apartment, where a ſeleted 
chapter of the Old Teſtament and another of the New is read, 
after that a ſolemn hyma, a pſalm, a voluntary, or ſelected 
piece of ſacred mulic is breathed from the organ, and I con- 
clude the delightful exerciſe with reciting Tug CHRISTIAN'S 
UNIVERSAL PRAYER, which 1s only a paraphraſe on the 
prayer that was dictated andrecommended to us by our Savi- 
our ſeſus Chriſt!—in which, the clevation of the mind, — 
brotherly love, univerſal benevolence, charity and forbear- 
2nce, and an humble yet cordial dependaace on God, ſeem 
to be the principal duties and diſpoſitions wluch our Lord 
means to inculcate ; and the beautiful ſimplicity of the words 
is truly admirable, My family is compoſed of members of the 
three great churches of England, Scotland, and Rome ; 
but as we are all perſuaded that we are creatures of the very 
ſame ſpecies, deſcended from the ſame Great Parent, and 
all have the ſame deſires, namely, happineſs here and 
HEREAPTER, we join together with perfect harmony and 
unanimity in praiſing the Sovereign God of the univerſe! 
in expanding and illuminating our fouls by viewing his wiſ- 
dom, power, and goodneſs in the natural and moral worlds; 
—in endearing each to one another, and to the whole 
world, and in attuning our minds by theſe ſublime exerciſes, 
to the chearful and conſcientious diſcharge of the various 
duties and avocations of the enſuing day. 

Too many perſons now a days, ridicule the notion of 
Praying at all. They ſay, that either God does not regard 
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the prayers of mortals, or if he attends at all to the part:- 
cillar affairs of this world, or to the circumſtances of indi- 
viduals, he knows beſt what is moſt proper upon every 
occaſion, and will beſtow upon his creatures, ſuch good 


things as he pleaſes, without being aſked. To theſe things 


I will not preſume to anſwer. I hope however, that mil- 
lions of rational beings have felt, and that while this 
world endures, millions will continue to feel it their higheſt 
pleaſure and privilege, as well as their duty, daily and 
Habitually to addreſs their God in prayer ;—thoſe eſpe- 
cially who have the happineſs to do it through the all- 
prevailing and all- bleſſing medium—Jeſus Chriſt—the Son 
of God—and the Saviour of the world I- For my own part, 
I am perfectly convinced, that prayer is of the greateſt 
benefit to human Beings, whether God hears them or not. 
Becauſe it is impoſſible for us to accuſtom ourſelves ta 
deplore our imperfections, weakneſſes, and fins—to humble 
and purify ourielves as in the more immediate preſence of 
God !—to enlarge and elevate our minds with exalted 
apprehenſions of his ſupreme Goodneſs, Omnipotence, and 
tranſcendent Glory !—it is impoſſible, I ſay, for us to 
accuſtom ourſelves | earneſtly to defire and to pray for 
humility, meekneſs, benevolence, wiſdom—or even for 
temporal proſperity, without being bettered in our diſpo- 
ſitions, harmonized in our mind, and influenced in all our 
conduct, by the reiteration of ſuch impreſſions and defires ; 
and we mult be led, even inſenſibly as it were, to take 
ſuch human ſteps as are neceſſary, and moſt likely to pro- 
cure thcem—even by our own prudence, moderation, and 
induſtry, On ſuch grounds as theſe, therefore, 1 hold 
prayer to be at once our duty and our intereſt; and I defy 
the whole world of deiſts, infidels, and ſcoffers to diſprove 
the force and juſtice of the above remarks. 

While it is univerſally acknowledged, that nothing is more 
deſtructive of health than wrath, pride, anger, and all the 


inordinate paſhons of the mind, it is alſo generally allowed, 


that nothing contributes more to the preſervation or re- 
covety of good health, than peace and complacency of 
body and of mind. The ſoul of man muſt have a reſt and 
ſupport; and that ſupport—that reſt which it inceſſantly 
pants after, cannot be found in any thing mundane or 
temporal. Now tho' that ſweet and facred reſt which I have 
juſt alluded to,—that divine and cordial tranquillity which 
the rational ſoul purſues with ſuch avidity through life,— 
lies far—far beyond our horizon; yet, as it may be ſeen, 
and taſted as it were, in religious exerciſes, and in enlarged 
views of the wiſdom, power, and goodneſs of the Deity ! 
I conceive that it is my duty, from medical as well as 
from moral motives, to pre ſent the public with the follow- 

1 ä ing 
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ing piece of devotion, which I compoſed ſeveral years ago, 
with a view of impreſſing more ſtrongly the Veauty and 
importance of our Lord's Prayer on my own mind, aud 
on the mind of each individual under my own roof, It is 
that which I uſe every morning in family worſhip, and 
every evening in my own cloſet. I hope that ſome comforts 
and advantages may flow from it even in public worſhip, 
as well as 1n private meditation. It is calculated for the 
more 1gnorant and thoughtleſs part of the wor! who 
are wont to run over the original prayer, without attend- 
ing to its beauties and importance; but I truſt that this 
paraphraſe will be found calculated to expand the ideas, 
inflame the devotion, and to let out a more copious and a 
more acceptable flow of the good and charitable affections 
of the heart of the liberal and more enlizhtened Chriſtian, 
as well as to arreſt and fix the attention of the mere lip— 
worthipper : for, regardleſs of the churches of England, 
Scotland, or Rome, regardleſs of every other church, 
without exception, in the world, and of all the little piti- 
ful ſects which diſſent from them“, I have endeavoured

* At this my courteous reader will ſmile, and perhaps 
be deſirous to now what religion I am of. For the ſatisfac- 
tion of ſuch, I muſt tell them, that I am moſt inclined to 
be a Quaker, becauſe they live quietly, and do not fight. 
Put, in fact, I am neither Quaker, Mahometan, nor Jew. 
I am ſhocked at the more than brutal ſtupidity of the 
atheiſt (if ſuch there are); and I feel too ſenßbly the 
need of a Savicur, and the beauty and ſimplicity. of his 
precepts, to reject the doctrine of Chriſt. Could I find a 
Church without a pale, founded on univerſal toleration, 
love, and liberality; purged of parade, darkucis, gri- 
mace, pride, prieftcraft, and perſecution ;—permitting each 
individual to worſhip God peaceably in his own way, and 
according to his own conſcience, while he happily enjoyed 
every privilege and immunity in common with thoſe about 
him, -] would declare myſelf a member. True po- 
licy and genuine religion, are like their objects! confined 
to no ſect, form of worſhip, or country: and they 
will at length be found to be diametrically oppoſite to 
darkneſs, myſterious ceremony, and compulſion of every 
kind; they ſhould be permitted to deſecnd, and to ſpread 
ſweetly and ſilently, like the dew and the light of Heaven, 
refreſhing, chearing, and nourithing every thing on the 
face of the earth ;---while ſeverity, myſtery, reſtrictions, and 
perſecution, like froſt and darkneſs, chill and intimidate 
every latent principle of attachment, goodneſs and clevation 
—blaſting like the lightening, —-rooting out, and ſweeping 
away like the tcmpeſt, every thing within their baleful 

E 2 reach, 
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to adapt this prayer, like the divine original! to the hum- 
ble, good, and pious heart oF EVERY DENOMINATION on 
the face of the whole earth — wiſhing that it may give 
new wings aud ardour to the ſoul in its intellectual pro- 
greſs, till every faculty and diſpoſition, enlarging and re- 
fining by its far extended views, and celeſtial intercourſes ! 
it melts at laſt and flows out in benevolence towards the 
whole human ſpecies, and in love. and admiration of the 
great eternal Creator and Preſerver of the univerſe ! 

After all, it cannot be ſuppoſed that parade, myſterious 
ceremonies, or ſet ſorms and arrangements of words, are 
particularly regarded by THAT BEING who ſees and ſearches 
the heart; it ſeems therefore that the true diſcipline, enlarge- 
ment, and purification of the mind; or in other words, that 
the delightful elevation of true devotion,—tke ſweet enthu- 
ſiaſm of rational religion,—our acceptance with God----ot 
our chance of eternal jalvation—-depends not upon praying

reach. Indeed, to conſeſs the truth, 1 have mytcif expe- 
rienced, that it is of little moment where, or among whein 
we worſhip; or whether we lit, ſtand, or kneel. Often, 
alas! have I found my aſſections cold, and my mind abſent 
when kneeling; and ſometimes in walking my ſoul has 
melted, and 1 have been preſent as it were with God z—in 
flanding, as ſome churches preſcribe, I have made no ad- 
vances in godlineſs, and in laying my ſoul towards the 
Deity, hath been tranfported with adiniration, gratitude 
and love. In a Synagogue my mind has been compoſcd 
with rceverential awe, or inflamed with holy rapture; and in 
my mother Kirk, my devotion has often been very languid. 
In the Greek Church, and in the Church of Rome, my 
heart hath been touched—my ſoul rapt —and all its fre 
feelings called foith—and in the Church of England I have 
yawned at the moſt ſolemn, and moſt important parts of 
the ſervice : ſo that on the whole, I find, that it is not in 
what we profeſs—the church we attend nor in the poſture 
and ceremonies. we obſcrve, that true devotion and accept- 
able religion confiſt. No. It is in the frame of our 
mind towards the Deity, and towards our fellow creaturcs. 
If that be meek and lowly—-- if that be pure and hum- 
bie—— if that be grateful and afſectionate if that gocs 
forth in praiſe and admiration, ardent and enlightened to 
God and in peace, benevolence and kind actions towards 
the whole univerſe !---all---all is well !---we arc of the true 
religion--we are of the Univerſal Catholic Church---we are 
among the children of God !---and the heaven which we find 
already begun in our hearts on earth, we ſhall enjoy, eter- 
nally improving, in every future ſtate of exiſtence!

I have often thought that it was repugnant to the mer- 
ciful goodneſs, &c. of the Supreme Being, that any human 
being ſhould be doomed to eternal damnation or miſery, 
Way it not be poſſible that thoſe of dark, ſtubborn, and 
deformed minds,—who throngh misfortune or folly, have 

> neglected the diſcipline and cultivation of the heart and 
intellectual faculties, —or who through perverſeneſs, ſcl6ſh- 
neſs, or a certain diabohcalneſs of mind and diſpoſitions, 
— delight, and obſtinately perſiſt in diſhonouring the 
Deity, and in tormenting ſociety, eſpecially thoſe about 
them; is it not poſſible, I ſay, inſtead of damning to eternity 
thoſe poor wretches, who by ſuch mental darkneſs and bitter 
diſpoſitions are ſufticiently damned or tormented here, — 
that immediately after this life, their ſoul and body may

ELEVATION ! ſhall neither vegetate nor flouriſh when this 
huſk—this outward covering—this vile—r:ortal---periſhable 
body drops off; —— (this is what I underſtand by the reſur- 
re&ion)---nor that they ſhall be ſent into eternal torment ; 
BUT THATr (perhaps after a certain full and ſtriking'view of 
the horror and deformity of fin, and of the beauty of virtue 
and benevolence) they thall either be removed and received 
into happineſs and glory ok, UTTERLY EXTIN- 
GUISHED, AND ANNIHILATED FOR EVER. 


* Here I am reminded of a ſtriking inſtance of this native 
benevolence to men, and piety towards the“ unknown” 
the Supreme God! in a young untutored Ruſſian, whom 
I had the happineſs to meet with ſome years ago, when on 
my travels through the northern parts of Europe. 
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J was going to the Gulf of Finland, down the majeſtic 
river which flows through Peterſburgh to Cronſtadt. Atter 
a few hours, this young Ruſhan, or Tartar peaſant, (who 
fat next me, for ſo ſo he appeared to be by his dreſs, for he 
could not ſpeak a word of any language that I was ac- 
quainted with) opened a bag and took from thence ſome 
proviſions, which he very kindly and liberally preſſed upon 
ALL that were in the boat. 

Not knowing what occaſion he himſelf might have for 
them, I declined partaking with him, till by repeated re- 
fuſals I found he was mortified to the extremeſt degree, be- 
cauſe we had in dumb ſliow been particularly attentive to 
each other from our firſt ſetting out: he, indeed, was at laſt 
ſo much affected that the big tears rolled from his bright and 
intelligent eyes. — While I was eating very heartily of his 


little proviſion, a brutiſh fellow who ſat oppoſite to us, a 


commander of an Englith ſhip, obſerved to me, after a 
beerith belch, that the young Ruſs had got them out of 
ſome nobleman's kitchen. When we arrived at Cronſtadt, 
I took the young man with me to the 1nn I was to lodge at, 
and we ſlept in a two-bedded room. In the morning as ſoon 
as it was light, he got out of bed, and had the politeneſs to 

ut on his cloaths without making even a ſhadow of noiſe, 
after he had looked and liſtened to find whether I was aſleep, 
---and imagining that I was ſo, he kneeled down by the 
window next his bed, and appeared to be very intenſe in- 
deed---in devotion | He moved his lips,---beat his breaſt 
very much,---and bowed ; and at length, he bowed down 
to the ground, and beat the floor repeatedly with his fore- 
head. his devotions being finiihed, finding that 1 ſtirred, 
and was awake, he came ſmiling to my bedſide, and kiſſed 
my hand as he had done the night before, with the moſt 
obliging and moſt affectionate cordiality and kindneſs.------ 
I never in my life was more deeply affected with an agony 
of delight ;——and I parted with the ſavage angel with the 
moſt poignant regret. Does my reader ſuppoſe that the 
civil zed and enligbiened Engliſh captain was infinitely more 
amiable in the eyes of men? — intinitely more worthy or 
precious in the fight of angels-——or of God !

What 
was to be done [——Niſs B. could not ſwallow but a few drops 
at a time, and that very flowly, and with the greateſt danger 
of tuffocation. 

No time was to be loſt with the patient, nor any thing 
left undone for the ſecurity of the family. Every window 
in the houſe, which Mrs. Schroeder had very judiciouſly 


thrown open, and the frankincenſe and other aromatics 


which that lady had wiſely burned on the ſtairs, by way of 
fumigation, were, (with the addition of camphorated zther 
to ſprinkle with) all continued.

tuates the nerves, and which altogether conſtitute the 
balmy life of the body; and, finally, by inducing the due
